AT THE CLUB OF ODD VOLUMES, BOSTON 


HE semi-annual meeting of the American Antiquarian 

Society was held at the Club of Odd Volumes, 77 Mount 
Vernon Street, Boston, Massachusetts, on April 16, 1958, 
at eleven o’clock. Clarence Saunders Brigham, President 
of the Society, presided at the meeting. The following 
members were present:

In the absence of Mr. Lincoln, Mr. Shipton was chosen 
Secretary pro tem, and he read the call for the meeting. It 
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was voted to dispense with the reading of the records of the 
Annual Meeting on October 16, 1957. 

The Director read the report of the Council. It was voted 
to accept the report and refer it to the Committee on 
Publications. 

The election of new members being in order, the President 
announced the following recommendations by the Council 
for membership in the Society:

Mr. Brigham appointed Messrs. Bail, Silver, and Bristol 
a committee of three to distribute and collect the ballots. 
Mr. Bail reported that all of the ballots cast were in favor of 
the nominees and they were declared elected. 


Papers were read by Edwin Wolf, 2nd, on ‘“The Dispersal 
of the Library of William Byrd of Westover,” and by 


Frederick R. Goff on “Curios and Relics in the Rare Book 
Division of the Library of Congress.” 

At the close of the meeting, the members of the Society 
were invited to luncheon by Mr. Parkman D. Howe at the 
Club of Odd Volumes.

Report of the Council 


T HAS been a busy winter, as usual, so far as the use of the 

Library is concerned. Although severe storms occurred in 
January and March, little damage was done to the trees on 
the Society’s property. The new catalogue case was success- 
fully installed, and has been functioning perfectly. 

One of the most important gifts of the year came to us 
from Thomas W. Streeter, who at our request had his por- 
trait painted and generously presented it to the Society. It 
was painted by Joe Jones, of Morristown, New Jersey, and 
is an alert and expressive portrait. The gift was especially 
appreciated since of the fifteen Presidents of the Society 
who have held office since 1812, we owned portraits of all 
but two, and now one of the gaps has been filled by this gift. 
The only portrait now missing is that of Samuel Eliot 
Morison who served as President from 1938 to 1952. 

The last portrait acquired previous to Mr. Streeter’s 
was that of Edward Everett Hale. Three years ago, an 
excellent portrait of Dr. Hale was presented to the Society. 
Since for thirty-five years I tried to obtain a portrait of 
Dr. Hale, and learned many facts regarding his various 
portraits, it seems a good idea to put on record in this 
Council Report the information acquired. Dr. Hale, who 
was elected a member of the Society in 1847 and so con- 
tinued until his death in 1909, was President of the Society 
in 1906-1907. 

As Librarian I wrote to Philip L. Hale, his son, and also 
to his daughter, Ellen D. Hale, both artists who had painted 
portraits of their father. Philip wrote me in 1921 that he 
had painted two portraits of his father, one of which was in 
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the Wadsworth Athenaeum in Hartford and the other still 
in his ownership. He offered to make a replica of his por- 
trait, at a nominal price, but nothing came of it. Philip 
Hale died in 1931. 

Miss Ellen D. Hale wrote me in 1934 that she had painted 
a large portrait of her father, which had been loaned several 
years previously to All Souls’ Church in Washington. Dr. 
Hale was temporarily minister of the Washington church 
in 1844-45. ‘The Washington church in 1954 expressed 
a willingness to transfer this portrait to the American Anti- 
quarian Society, but since we obtained a portrait from the 
American Academy of Arts and Letters, we did not accept 
the offer. The Washington church also owned a photo- 
graph of Dr. Hale showing him in the pulpit with the Rev- 
erend Ulysses G. B. Pierce, a fellow minister. Miss Ellen 
Hale wrote me that she had also painted a small portrait of 
her father. It was this portrait that Miss Hale presumably 
left to her nephew Thomas Shaw Hale of New York after 
her death in 1940. 

Mrs. Philip L. Hale, who resides at 2004 Lewis Mountain 
Road, Charlottesville, Virginia, has two portraits of Dr. 
Hale painted by her husband, Philip L. Hale. She believes 
that there are no inscriptions or indications of dates of 
painting. 

The Fogg Art Museum of Harvard University owns a 
portrait of Dr. Hale painted by William M. Chase, pur- 
chased from an art dealer in 1955. We have a photograph 
of this portrait. 

The portrait painted by Philip L. Hale which went to 
the Wadsworth Athenaeum at Hartford was many years ago 
transferred to the American Academy of Arts and Letters 
in New York, since it was antiquarian in interest and did 
not qualify in their standard of art. In February, 1955, the 
Board of Directors of the Academy voted to transfer to the 
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American Antiquarian Society the portrait of Mr. Hale “‘on 
semi-permanent loan, subject to recall if needed.” This 
generous offer was immediately accepted, and after all 
these years we obtained the one missing example of the 
. portraits of our first twelve Presidents. It is an excellent 
portrait, faithfully portraying the features of Dr. Hale 
whom some of us knew when he was President. 

An early portrait of Edward Everett Hale, painted by 
Richard Law Hinsdale of Hartford, is reproduced in Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine for September, 1893, Volume I, page 392, 
in an article on Mr. Hale by Herbert D. Ward. Presumably 
it was painted when Dr. Hale was minister of the Church 
of the Unity in Worcester from 1845 to 1856. Hinsdale 
was a young Connecticut artist who died in 1856 at the age 
of twenty-nine. But his early portrait cannot now be 
located. Herbert Ward is dead, and search in Hartford 
fails to reveal any knowledge of the portrait. 

In Ballou’s Pictorial for December 26, 1857, Volume XIII, 
page 412, there is a woodcut of Dr. Hale, cut by A. Hill after 
a photograph by John B. Heywood. It is the earliest pic- 
ture which I have seen showing Dr. Hale with a beard. The 
Society has many photographs of Dr. Hale, but nearly all 
in the last thirty years of his life. 

There have been six deaths in the Society’s membership 
during the last six months. Henry Lowell Mason of Boston, 
elected in 1941, died October 16, 1957. Stewart Mitchell of 
Boston, elected in 1931, died November 1, 1957. Francis 
Henry Taylor, of Worcester, elected in 1956, died No- 
vember 22, 1957. William Hutchinson Putnam, of Hart- 
ford, elected in 1951, died March 10, 1958. William Irving 
Clark of Worcester, elected in 1933, died April 5, 1958. 
Donald McKay Frost, of Boston, elected in 1939, died 
April 14, 1958. Obituary notices of these members will 
appear in the printed Proceedings of this meeting. 


AMERICAN ANTIQUARIAN SOCIETY 


A considerable number of rare early American imprints 
have been acquired, and will be noted in the Librarian’s 
report next October. Many titles have been added to our 
collection of American literature, but our wants in this field 
are few, and it is a problem only of filling in the gaps. The 
process of weeding out unwanted titles is progressing towards 
its end. These are chiefly European books having no con- 
nection with this country or fields in which we are interested. 

Two volumes have been recently published directly con- 
cerned with our collections, and to which this Library has 
contributed much help. These are the second volume of 
Jacob Blanck’s Bibliography of American Literature and 
Lyle Wright’s American Fiction, 1851-1875. In the latter 
volume, a count of the ownership of titles included shows 
that this Library has 1755 titles, followed by the Library of 
Congress with 1635 entries, New York Public Library with 
1394, Huntington Library with 1365, and Yale with 1197. 

The finances of the Society are in excellent shape, chiefly 
due to the generous answer to our appeal for funds last 
summer, which showed a total of $18,152 added to our 
income for the fiscal year.

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Obituaries 


WILLIAM IRVING CLARK 


William Irving Clark, or Irving Clark as he was generally 
known, died in Worcester, April 5, 1958. He was an active 
member of this Society, elected in 1933, a constant attendant 
at the meetings, and always interested in the welfare of the 
Society. He was born in New York City, April 12, 1879, 
the son of William Irving and Isabel (Robins) Clark. He 
was a great-grandson of William Irving who was brother of 
Washington Irving, the author. A few years ago he de- 
posited in this Library, as a life loan, some Washington 
Irving material—the author’s Book of Common Prayer, 
1829, a letter to Thomas Aspinwall, 1829, and a copy of 
“Bracebridge Hall’ with a page in Irving’s handwriting. 
He also deposited some Clark and Irving vital records from 
a family Bible. 

Irving Clark was graduated with the degree of A.B. from 
Columbia College in 1900, followed by an M.D. from the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in 1904. After an 
internship at Roosevelt Hospital in New York, he came to 
Worcester and started practice in 1907. He began a con- 
nection with Memorial Hospital in 1908, which lasted 
throughout his life, culminating in his election as President 
of the Hospital trustees. During the first World War he 
served overseas with the American Red Cross and later 
with the United States Army Medical Corps. He was 
associated with the Norton Company of Worcester from 
IQII, successively as company physician, director of person- 
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nel, and medical director. For twenty years he was con- 
nected with Harvard University as instructor in industrial 
medicine and as clinical professor. 

Dr. Clark was much interested in art, especially in the 
educational side, and served as a trustee of the Worcester 
Art Museum from 1925 until his death. He was a member 
of several Worcester social organizations, taking especial 
interest in the meetings of the Worcester Fire Society and 
the St. Wulstan Society. He was a vestryman of All Saints 
Episcopal Church for many years. 

Dr. Clark was married, June 23, 1906, to Elizabeth H. 
Pratt, by whom he was survived, with two children. His 
sudden death was a loss to the community and his many

DONALD McKAY FROST 
The death of Donald McKay Frost on April 14, 1958, 


deprived this Society of one of the most useful members it 
has ever had. Indeed there have not been a half dozen men 
since 1812 who have done more than he to further our work. 
He was the ideal member in every way. He had read every 
book and tract on the old West and could quickly advise 
me as to the significance of the content as well as the finan- 
cial value of almost every piece, but his modesty was such 
that he never offered unsolicited advice. His situation was 
such that he could build up one of the best collections of 
Western Americana and place it where he thought that it 
would be most useful to other collectors and scholars. His 
interests were by no means restricted to his own field. It 
was he who suggested that he give us the microfilm edition 
of the Adams Papers. Over the years his contributions to 
our collections and working funds have amounted to many, 
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many thousands of dollars, far more than anyone realizes, 
for he always asked me not to emphasize his gifts in my 
annual reports. He always undervalued his contributions 
and was deeply appreciative of the modest notice which they 
received. 

Donald McKay Frost was born in Charleston, South 
Carolina, on May 31, 1877, a son of Edwin Parker Frost, a 
cotton merchant, and Mary (Coachman) McKay. He at- 
tended the Charleston High School and the College of 
Charleston, and then, in 1893, went to St. Paul’s School in 
Concord, New Hampshire, where he prepared for Harvard, 
from which he was graduated B.A. in 1899 and LL.B. in 
1902. Returning to Charleston he took up the practice 
of the law and became a member of the firm of Smythe, Lee, 
and Frost. His interests were wide. He served as consul of 
Belgium to the Carolinas, a member of the General Assem- 
bly for several terms, a director of several textile mills, a 
member of the Board of Visitors of Clemson College, and a 
captain in the Washington Light Infantry of the National 
Guard. Socially he was an Elk, a Mason, and a member of 
all of the other organizations with which a Charleston 
gentleman would be expected to be associated. 

The South Carolina climate eventually undermined Mr. 
Frost’s health, and after spending the summer of Ig12 at 
Ipswich, he established his home in Boston, where he 
resumed the practice of law, first with Currier, Young and 
Pillsbury, and then with Loring, Coolidge, Noble, and Boyd. 
In 1925 he withdrew from the latter firm and set up a 
private office so as to be in a better position to prevent his 
practice from interfering with his other activities. He was 
active in the Club of Odd Volumes, the Grolier Club, the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, the Boston Athenaeum, 
the New England Conservatory of Music, and particularly 
in the Boston Opera Association. Summers were largely 
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spent in following, on foot and horseback, the trails of the 
explorers of the West. In the library of the lovely house 
which he acquired in Dover, Massachusetts, he built up a 
great collection of western narratives. He studied them 
for the historical information which they contained, and 
for that reason collected twenty-five cent magazine excerpts 
as well as thousand-dollar emigrants’ guides. He had little 
interest in oddities or items with only association interest, 
but a surprising number of his copies had the author’s 
autographs and were in superb condition. Fortunately for 
us he had a bibliographer’s instinct to get every edition. 

Mr. Frost’s researches in the newspapers for light on 
General Ashley’s expeditions brought him into contact with 
this Society, and for a decade our bibliographical corres- 
pondence with him was immense. He was elected to the 
Society in 1938, and to its Council the next year. In 1944 
he read his paper entitled, with typical modesty, ‘‘Notes on 
General Ashley, the Overland Trail, and the South Pass,” 
which in spite of a special edition promptly went out of 
print. Demand for it is still so strong that we have plans 
for a reprint. 

When war-time fuel shortages compelled Mr. Frost to 
close his Dover house, he deposited the cream of his collec- 
tion with us for safekeeping, and after the onset of an in- 
capacitating illness in 1947, he gave us the rest of his library. 
Stripping it was a saddening task, but one which no li- 
brarian could ever forget. The collection included some 
4000 pieces, of which we lacked 1775. It included almost 
every edition of every significant western narrative, choice 
maps beginning with the Arrowsmith of 1796, and supple- 
mentary material such as a watercolor sketchbook made by 
General Sir Henry Warre in western Canada in 1843-45. 
Overshadowed but of great value to us were folio sets of 
the Pacific voyages and similar reference material. 
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When this collection was combined with our previous 
holdings the duplicates were disposed of by a mail auction 
which brought in thousands of dollars which in turn were 
spent on Western Americana. During the decade of his 
confinement we ordered significant new books sent through 
his hands so that he could keep abreast of the new work in 
the field. In his will he left us $10,000 with which to con- 
tinue the collection. 

In the years of my librarianship there have been no 
pleasanter contacts than those with Mr. Frost. He was 
a handsome and always charming man, impeccable in dress 
and manner, kindly and gentle, modest without being self- 
deprecating. Although his seat on the Council has been 
vacant for ten years, his passing brings a flood of pleasant 
memories. 

On July 14, 1910, Mr. Frost married Mary Mitchell 
Ryerson. He is survived by two daughters; Mrs. J. Tren- 
holm Hopkins of Charleston, South Carolina, and Mrs. 
Nathaniel T. Clark of Dover. c. &. &. 


HENRY LOWELL MASON 


A multitude of former amateur musicians of Boston 
noticed with affectionate nostalgia the death of Henry 
Lowell Mason on October 18, 1957. A grandson of Lowell 
Mason and a son of Henry and Helen Augusta (Palmer) 
Mason, he was born at Boston on August 14, 1864. From 
Phillips Exeter he went to Harvard, where he was grad- 
uated in 1888. He immediately entered the employ of the 
Mason & Hamlin Organ and Piano Company, which his 
father had founded in 1854, beginning in the factory and 
working his way through the departments, becoming Direc- 
tor in 1893, Chairman of the Board in 1906, and President 
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in 1924. He retired from business in 1929 and devoted 
himself to the musical and historical interests which had 
always taken a great deal of his time. For years he served as 
president of the Cecilia Society and of the People’s Choral 
Union of Boston, faithfully attending the Sunday afternoon 
rehearsals. To these eager amateurs he was both guide and 
oracle. He published numerous articles and three books, 
The History and Development of the American Cabinet Organ 
(Boston, 1900), The Modern Artistic Pianoforte (Boston, 
1901), and Opera Stories (Boston, 1910, and five later edi- 
tions). On occasion he also turned his hand to the writing 
of hymn tunes, with nothing like the spectacular success of 
his grandfather. He traveled widely in Europe and America 
and was a popular lecturer. 

Mr. Mason was a thorough student of the history of 
American hymnology and naturally interested in our un- 
excelled collection. As a result of these contacts he was 
elected to the Society in 1941. To it he presented some of 
his grandfather’s rarest publications, and annually he made 
a generous gift to the book funds to enable us to develop the 
collection. Sometimes his usual assumption that the 
librarian knew the contents of every book in the building 
was embarrassing, but it must be admitted that his biblio- 
graphical queries were wonderfully clear and detailed. He 
was something of a precisionist, and in his manner he had 
all of the dignity and formality of a gentleman of his genera- 
tion; but he was also warm, friendly, and appreciative al- 
most to the point of effusiveness. During his last months he 
was confined to his bed, but he continued to write brisk 
letters and to call attention to his good fortune in being still 
able to read. His wife, Estelle Hart Kimball of Boston, to 
whom he was married on June 8, 1907, died in 1940. They 
are survived by two children, Helen Hart Endicott of North 
Andover and Henry Lowell Mason, Jr., of Boston. C. K. S. 
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Robert Stewart Mitchell was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
on November 25, 1892, a son of Charles Lucius and Mary 
Piatt (Suter) Mitchell. From the Franklin School in Cin- 
cinnati he went to Harvard, where he took a B.A. cum laude 
in 1915 and an M.A. in 1916. His first job was teaching 
English at the University of Wisconsin where he had an un- 
happy experience with a politician’s son who should have 
been flunked, an experience which gave him a permanent 
prejudice against public educational institutions. Dis- 
gusted, he returned to Cincinnati and enlisted in a field 
artillery company which saw active service in France. Dis- 
charged a private, he became for a year the managing editor 
of the Dial. The chief result of this year was the publication 
of a volume of his poems and the development of a desire to 
see Europe under better circumstances. After two years 
spent in travel and in study at the University of Mont- 
pellier and at Jesus College, Cambridge, he returned to New 
York to settle down with his aunt, Mrs. Georgine H. 
Thomas, and to read French literature and to study Greek 
for another two years. In 1925 he returned to the Harvard 
Graduate School of Arts and Sciences where, having been 
distracted by appointment to a tutorship, he finally took his 
Ph.D. in 1933. His dissertation, a biography of Horatio 
Seymour, was published five years later. 


In 1928 Stewart became editor of the New England Quar- 
terly, and the next year he went to the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society to succeed Worthington C. Ford as editor. 
After eleven years of service he resigned, to be recalled in 
1947 as Director and editor. It was as an editor that he was 
at his best. He recognized that Ford’s type of editing, 
which set the first draft of a manuscript and did the revising 
in galley, was no longer possible, and set up new, more 
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practical, and sounder practices, which in turn had become 
hopelessly slow and expensive by the time that he edited 
the New Letters of Abigail Adams for this Society in 1945. 
To be fair about it, Stewart’s high editorial standards were 
achieved only because he had a dual personality in office, the 
other one being Miss Marjory M. Bruce. Even with her 
help the output of his years in office was pitifully small be- 
cause he worked only when the spirit moved him. 

The decision which shaped Stewart Mitchell’s life was 
made in our graduate student days. Those were lean years 
for young men in our field, particularly those with families 
to support. Mrs. Thomas offered to settle a life income on 
him if he would forego marriage and be her social companion. 
So he moved out of our graduate-school world and became 
for our children an out-of-season Santa Claus who used to 
come in a big chauffeur-driven limousine. After the death 
of Mrs. Thomas he developed serious personal failings which 
were a trial to his friends, who never ceased to regard him 
with exasperated affection. His health failed swiftly after 
his retirement from the Massachusetts Historical Society, 


and he died on November 1, 1957. op 


WILLIAM HUTCHINSON PUTNAM 


William Hutchinson Putnam died at Hartford, March to, 
1958. Only a month before his death he was honored on his 
eightieth birthday as ‘“‘Hartford’s Number One Citizen,” at 
a testimonial dinner attended by some eight hundred gov- 
ernment, business, and civic leaders. Forty years of his life 
were given to advancing the civic life of the city of Hart- 
ford. He once listed his principal interests as “Hartford 
Hospital, Hartford parks and horticulture, education of 
women at Connecticut College, major improvements in the 
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city of Hartford, and the welfare of its citizens.” A com- 
mentator at his testimonial dinner stated that Mr. Putnam 
had diverted millions of dollars into good works over the 
years. 

Mr. Putnam was born in Brooklyn, Connecticut, Febru- 
ary I, 1878, the son of Albert Day and Harriet Eliza (Dor- 
rance) Putnam. After a public school education and a few 
years in banking and finance, he entered into the field of 
stock brokerage, which was to be his career for the rest of 
his life. But his philanthropic activities consumed the 
greater part of his time and energy. 

He received an honorary M.A. from Trinity College in 
1942 and an honorary Litt.D. from Hillyer College in 1955. 
He was a member of the leading social clubs and civic or- 
ganizations of Hartford. He took much interest in his mem- 
bership in the Walpole Society, a group of scholars and 
collectors which met frequently in the East and made an 
outlet for social friendships. He was elected a member of 
the American Antiquarian Society in 1941, and showed 
continued interest in its Library and its welfare. He was 
active in many fields of collecting, especially in the study of 
early American clocks. 

Mr. Putnam was married in 1899 to Adabelle C. Lyon 
who died in 1944, and he was survived by two sons and a 


daughter. C. 


FRANCIS HENRY TAYLOR 


The death of Francis Henry Taylor, on November 22, 
1957, deprived this Society of a recent and much interested 
member, and the community of an active force in the cul- 
tural world. He was born in Philadelphia, April 23, 1903, 
the son of Dr. William Johnson and Emily Buckley (New- 
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bold) Taylor. After graduation from Kent School, he re- 
ceived his college education at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, from which he obtained the degree of A.B. in 1924. 

His activities in the next few years were primarily in 
Europe. Following graduation, he became instructor in 
English at the Lycée at Chartres, France. At the same 
time he held a scholarship at the University of Paris. In 
the summer of 1925 he traveled extensively in France and 
Spain, conducting research especially in Barcelona. He 
then went to Rome, where he held a scholarship at the 
American Academy, granted by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, specializing in Classical and Medieval art. He then 
spent some months in Greece visiting important archaeo- 
logical sites, returning to Italy to attend the summer school 
at the University of Florence, where he was preparing a 
study of Romanesque sculpture in Tuscany. He returned 
to America in 1926, and was appointed to a Carnegie fellow- 
ship in fine arts at the Princeton Graduate School. There 
he remained until the following June when he was called 
to the Philadelphia Museum of Art as assistant curator of 
sculpture and editor of publications. 

He spent the summer of 1927 in Germany and Austria, 
studying problems of installation in the State Municipal 
Museums, particularly in Berlin, Vienna, and Cologne. He 
resumed his duties at the Philadelphia Museum in the fall 
of 1927, and in May, 1928, he was made curator of medieval 
art. In addition to his editorial duties, he also assumed 
those of curator of the Rodin Museum. 

He was sent to Europe by the trustees of the Philadelphia 
Museum in the summer of 1928 on an archaeological mission 
in the Pyrenees relevant to the cloister from the Abbey of 
Saint Genis des Fontaines in the Roussillon. 

Mr. Taylor was chosen Director of the Worcester Art 
Museum in 1931. Immediately the attendance at the 
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Museum markedly increased, as he brought to the institu- 
tion a knowledge in all fields of art greatly to augment its 
prestige in the art world. He arranged exhibitions of inter- 
national importance, notably the Rembrandt show in 1935, 
the Art of the Dark Ages two years later, and then the dis- 
play of paintings by the old Flemish masters in 1939. He 
also shared with other museums in the results of the ex- 
cavations at Antioch, Syria, bringing to Worcester some of 
its proudest possessions. 

In 1940 Mr. Taylor was chosen Director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of New York, the most prized position in 
the world of art in this hemisphere. He did not want to 
leave Worcester, but he told his friends that this was a 
challenge which he could not refuse. For fifteen years he 
served the Metropolitan with unexampled success, doubling 
the Museum’s endowment, attendance, and membership, 
and enriching its collections. One of the most notable of 
his achievements was the popularization of the Museum and 
making it a greater art force in the community. 

Late in 1954 the trustees of the Worcester Art Museum 
were suddenly apprized of the fact that Francis Taylor 
might consider his return to Worcester, the scene of former 
triumphs and friendships. Perplexed with the problem of 
filling a vacancy for the position of Director, they im- 
mediately accepted the opportunity to engage so distin- 
guished a scholar. Mr. Taylor, in his letter of resignation 
to the Metropolitan Art Museum, said, “I have decided to 
ease the heavy administrative burdens which have so taxed 
my nervous and physical energies. I will now be able to 
devote the balance of my career to the scholarship and 
connoisseurship which originally attracted me to the pro- 
fession.” So in 1955 he came back to Worcester, to enjoy, 
as he remarked, “congenial and familiar surroundings 
amongst old friends.”” In the three short years that he was 
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here, he improved the activities of the Worcester Museum 
in every department, and took an increasing interest in 
expanding its prestige. Only death intervened to interrupt 
a career which promised even greater achievements. 

Mr. Taylor received many honors during his compara- 
tively short but active life. He was given honorary degrees 
from fourteen colleges. He gained many honors and awards 
both in this country and abroad. In addition to numerous 
monographs and articles on art and archaeological subjects, 
he produced two notable volumes: Fifty Centuries of Art and 
The Taste of Angels. He was a member of many societies, 
largely in the field of art. He was elected a member of the 
American Antiquarian Society in 1956, and was planning 
to do much work in the Society’s Library, in connection 
with American art collecting. 

Mr. Taylor was married November 3, 1928, to Pamela 
Coyne, and was survived by her and four children: Pamela 
(wife of the Reverend James P. Morton), Emily Newbold, 
John Madison, and Mary Bearden Taylor. 

Mr. Taylor’s tragic death took away one of the outstand- 
ing figures in the world of art. His scholarship was profound. 
With a gifted and imaginative style, and with a thorough- 
ness of research, he entertained and instructed his readers 
in everything that he wrote. One of the most widely felt 
results of his sudden passing was the premature termination 
of what promised to be a great popular series of works which 
would have done much to enlighten the American people.

The Dispersal of the Library 
of William Byrd of Westover 


BY EDWIN WOLF, 2ND 


HE first generation made the money, the second en- 

joyed it, and the third lost it. This is a thumbnail 
sketch of the William Byrds of Westover, which does not 
claim to do justice to the importance of the family in the 
history of colonial Virginia—that has been done most ade- 
quately by Louis B. Wright and others'—but it does bear 
directly upon the creation and dispersal of the library they 
formed. 

William Byrd I (1652-1704) came to Virginia in his late 
teens, married well, prospered as a tobacco planter, mer- 
chant, fur trader, slave dealer, importer, and speculator, 
joined Bacon in his rebellion, but later made his peace with 
the winning side and became a member of the House of 
Burgesses and Council of State, and finally was appointed 
auditor-general. He had a gentleman’s interest in learning, 
which included a special interest in botany, and began the 
library which was housed at Westover. 

William Byrd II (1674-1744) was brought up as the heir 
to a large fortune, was sent to England for his schooling—as 
a merchant under Perry & Lane, as a lawyer in the Middle 
Temple and a da Chesterfield in the coffee-houses and

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theaters. He was elected a member of the Royal Society 
at the age of twenty-two, returned to Virginia but came back 
several times to England—once in pursuit of a wife—and 
lived out his last years as a representative Virginia squire 
and public servant, sitting on the Council of State and 
heading with distinction the Virginia Commission charged 
with settling the boundary with North Carolina. A friend 
of noblemen, scientists, and authors, himself an amateur of 
literature, he built up the library to such an extent that the 
collection at Westover was essentially his. 

William Byrd III (1728-1777) came into a handsome 
fortune, which he squandered by gambling and bad manage- 
ment, became unbalanced as a result of the pressure of his 
debts and his indecisive Tory leanings at the outbreak of 
the Revolution, and committed suicide. He was the pos- 
sessor of the library for over thirty years but added few 
books, and after his death his widow was forced to sell it 
to pay the debts which he had accumulated. 

As it stood at the midpoint of the eighteenth century, the 
library at Westover was a shining outpost of European cul- 
ture on the American frontier, rivalled as a private collec- 
tion only by those of James Logan of Philadelphia and 
Cotton Mather of Boston. It represented what Wright 
calls “fa carefully balanced collection of the best literature 
and learning of the day,” including history and biography, 
travels, law, medicine and science, literature in English 
and French with a polyglot sprinkling of other languages, 
theology, the classics in Latin and Greek, philosophy, 
politics and government, and the useful and ornamental 
arts.2, No critical analysis has been made of the actual 
works in the Byrd Library, but, allowing for the variations 
of personal predilection, they seem to be standard works, 
the accepted authorities in various fields, most of which

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were to be found also in the library of James Logan, and 
many of which retained their currency to such an extent 
that they are listed repetitively in the catalogues and lists 
of other, and even later, eighteenth-century libraries. A 
generous sprinkling of esoterica excepted, the judgment of 
the Byrd library made by Lyman C. Draper in 1851—“‘it 
presented but the common works of that day’’—is not un- 
fair. Nonetheless, it is the best evidence we have of the 
intellectual pursuits and cultural tastes of a family of rich, 
intelligent, busy Virginia gentlemen. 

““A Catalogue of the Books in the Library at Westover, 
belonging to William Byrd, Esq.”, written by John Stretch 
and presumably bound by him, has survived. Exactly 
when it was compiled cannot be established, but the entries 
all seem to have been made at the same time, and the latest 
book I have been able to identify with certainty is Smol- 
lett’s Peregrine Pickle, which cannot be earlier than 1751.5 
Recent research at Colonial Williamsburg has uncovered 
the fact that Stretch worked as a bookbinder and journey- 
man for the Williamsburg printer William Hunter in the 
year 1751. No earlier record of him in Virginia has turned 
up, but Messrs. Samford and Hemphill suggest that he may 
have been employed by Hunter’s predecessor William Parks, 
who died in 1750. Hemphill believes that the catalogue 
may have been made at the time of William Byrd III’s first 
bankruptcy in 1757, but I am inclined to place the date 
somewhat earlier. The few known facts concerning Stretch’s 
life indicate that he was Deputy Postmaster in 1757, agent

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for the absent William Hunter in 1759, and in business for 
himself shortly afterwards. He died “‘sometime in the 
Month of August 1764.’ 

The catalogue, handsomely bound in red morocco, with 
gilt tooling, lists without place and date of publication 
2,345 tantalizingly laconic titles in 3,513 volumes, roughly 
classified by subjects in accordance with their order on the 
shelves.’ The titles seem to have been taken directly from 
the binders’ titles on the spines and do not include those of 
more than one work bound in a volume. This is, nonethe- 
less, the only complete record of the Byrd Library at West- 
over which has survived. “I yesterday learned in conversa- 
tion with Mr Penington, a bookseller & antiquary here,” 
Draper wrote Charles Campbell in 1848, “that after the 
death of the younger Col. Wm. Byrd, the Library collected 
by his father was brought to this city & sold at auction 
during the Revolution, & thus scattered & gone. What a 
pity for Virginia that such a Library, collected so carefully 
and, I dare say, completely by such a man, should have 
shared such a fate!’® Since the Byrd library was, indeed, so 
excellent an example of the quality of colonial American 
culture, and since it was the first truly great American collec- 
tion to be dispersed, it has seemed worthwhile to uncover 
the facts of its dispersal and to locate such of the Westover 
books as can be found. Some of this information has been 
printed by Carl H. Cannon® and St. George L. Sioussat’ on

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the basis of what evidence was available to them, but sub- 
sequent research, particularly the discovery of some hun- 
dreds of volumes from the Byrd library, has enabled me to 
give the history in somewhat more detail. 

On December 19, 1777, the hapless widow Mary Willing 
Byrd had inserted in the Virginia Gazette the following 
advertisement: 


This Day is Published a Catalogue of the valuable Library, the Property 
of the Estate of the late Hon. William Byrd, Esq.; consisting of near 
4000 volumes, in all Languages and Faculties, contained in twenty 
double presses of black Walnut, and also a valuable Assortment of 
philosophical Instruments, and Capital Engravings, the whole in excel- 
lent order. Great part of the Books in elegant Bindings, and of the best 
Editions, and a considerable Number of them very scarce. Catalogues 
may be seen at Messrs. Dixon & Hunter’s in Williamsburg, and at most 
of the Book Sellers upon the Continent, and also at Westover, where the 
Library may be viewed, and the Executrix will treat with those who are 
inclined to purchase the whole." 


No copy of the catalogue is known, but the records of the 
Estate of William Byrd indicate that Dixon printed 250 
copies of it, and charged the executrix £29.5.0 for the 
catalogues, for handbills and for “‘advertizing a House in 
Wmsburg &c.’"? It may be assumed that the printed 
catalogue was based upon the Stretch manuscript. Sur- 
prisingly enough in that dark winter of 1777-78, the library 
found a buyer. In March, 1778, Mrs. Byrd sold the collec- 
tion en bloc to Isaac Zane, Jr., for £2000." 

Zane, Pennsylvania-born, had settled in Frederick Coun- 
ty, Virginia, and was the proprietor of the Marlboro Iron 
Works, not far from Winchester, which manufactured

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cannon, shot, and other supplies for the Virginia troops 
during the Revolution. For many years he was also a 
member of the House of Delegates. In spite of his de- 
parture from the discipline of the Quaker Meeting, Zane 
retained close business and personal relations with his father 
and his brother-in-law John Pemberton who were both 
prominent Philadelphia Friends.“ The Byrd library re- 
mained in Virginia until 1781, when Zane shipped it north, 
according to the Philadelphia printer William McCulloch, 
in “Perhaps as many as 40 waggon loads.’ It seems logical 
to suppose that the shipment came to Philadelphia as soon 
as the French and American troops hemming in the British 
along the James River made the roads safe. 

The obvious place to sell so distinguished a collection of 
books in 1781 was Philadelphia, not only because Zane had 
a brother-in-law there to watch out for his interests but 
because the city was the capital and chief mercantile center 
of the United States. And the obvious person to sell them 
was the ebullient publisher, bookseller, and auctioneer 
Robert Bell. “It might also have been added, respecting 
Bell,”” McCulloch wrote to Isaiah Thomas, “that he sold 
books higher at auction than in his store. He was full of 
drollery, and many, going to his auction for the merriment, 
would buy a book from good humour. It was as good as a 
play to attend his sales at auction. There were few authors 
of whom he could not tell some anecdote, which would get 
the audience in a roar. He sometimes had a can of beer 
aside him, and would drink comical healths. His buffonery 
was diversified and without limit.’ 

Before the Revolution Bell’s sales had been famous and 
frequent, but during the war both supply and demand had

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thinned, and a Pennsylvania law limiting the number of 
licensed auctioneers had cut into his business. But by the 
autumn of 1781 not only books but good news were on their 
way from Virginia. Furthermore, Bell had made his peace 
with the law, and had decided to permit John Bayard, 
who had an auction license, to run his sales. We hope that 
Bell at least was permitted to cry them even though he 
could not advertise himself as the auctioneer. The climate 
promised so well that on October 17, 1781, in the Pennsyl- 
vania Journal and on October 18 in the Pennsylvania Packet 
Bell advertised in his distinctive florid fashion: 


AUCTION OF BOOKS 
JEWELS and DIAMONDS 
FOR 
SENTIMENTALISTS 
Consisting of a very considerable variety of the most ex- 
cellent ancient and modern Authors, in Arts, Sciences, 
Poetry, Plays, Novels and Entertainment, 
Will begin to be exhibited by AUCTION, on 
Tuesday the 23d of October, 1781, 
And will be continued for several evenings successively, 
at the Book-store of ROBERT BELL, near St. Paul’s 
Church, in Third-Street. 
JOHN BAYARD, Auctionier. 
N.B. Printed Catalogues will be ready for these Gentlemen 
who choose to call or send to the place of sale, on 
Monday the 22d. Hours of sale from Six to Nine each evening. 


The gentlemen who went to Bell’s shop on Monday to pick 
up their catalogues would have been in a pleasantly exhili- 
rated state, for that day “the GREAT and IMPORTANT 
NEWS of Cornwallis’s surrender, with his WHOLE ARMY” 
reached Philadelphia. Bell was still advertising in the issues 
of the Packet and Journal which carried the story.”

“public auction” at the Byrd sale. Unfortunately, no 
copy of the announced catalogue has survived to tell us 
which books were then sold. 

Even so sophisticated a book market as Philadelphia 
would have found the Westover collection too large and too 
rich a meal for one sitting, and with inflation rampant and 


the rich merchants more concerned with their own solvency 
than with the purchase of luxuries, less valuable lots would 
have had difficulty finding buyers. Bell appears to have 
done what was good practical sense; he fed Byrd books into 
sales over an extended period of time. On October 27, 
1781, only shortly after the first sale, Bayard announced

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for Bell another offering for sentimentalists described in 
much the same fashion as the earlier one, but this time add- 
ing voyages, travels, and biography to the list of subjects, 
and stating that they were from “a superb library, lately 
arrived in this city.” 

Since the only catalogue of the many sales held in Phila- 
delphia in 1781 and 1782 which has survived is merely a 
fifty-lot addendum to a larger sale, odd lots apparently not 
from Westover,” it is impossible to say in which sales Byrd 
items were included or specifically what books they were. 
Yet, some may have been among those offered on No- 
vember 29, 1781, and for several evenings successively, from 
six to nine o’clock, “fat which Movements of Time, the 
Books will instantaneously either be sold or sacrificed, ac- 
cording to the taste of the company.” Perhaps others 
were in the auction of books “among which are the Library 
of a gentleman lately deceased,” held on April 29, 1782.” 
And Bell well may have included yet others in ‘‘a Gentle- 
man’s very valuable Library: Consisting of the most useful, 
elegant and vivifying modern Authors, in all the Arts and 
Sciences; many of which are un-come-at-able everywhere 
else on this continent” advertised for October 17, 18 and 19, 
with the promise that it would be “reanimated”’ on October 
24, 25 and 26.% Certainly “un-come-at-able” was an apt 
description of the Byrd books in the import-starved Ameri-

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can book market, as was Bell’s added note to “those Ra- 
tionalists, who chuse to elevate themselves to the dignity 
of sentimentalists” to the effect that “this miscellaneous 
Collection of Books are of such superior Excellence, that, 
according to probability, the like will not appear by Auction 
for many years to come.” 

Certain it is that part of the Byrd library was thus dis- 
posed of in 1781-82, for once again Du Simitiére corrobo- 
rates this in a note in another work he secured: “Bought from 
the Remains of the magnificent Library of Col. Byrd of 
Westover Virginia which was sold piece-meal in Philada 
1781.82.” Furthermore, contemporary dated signatures 
testify to the fact that a number of the books which have 
been located were bought by Philadelphians during these 
years, not necessarily from Bell. Most of these were 
acquired by Robert Proud, the Quaker schoolmaster, prob- 
ably not so much a sign of his affluence as the kindly inter- 
cession of John Pemberton, Zane’s brother-in-law, the inter- 
est of whose family in the Friends’ School was great. Others 
went to William Drinker, of a well-known mercantile family, 
to George Nelson, a merchant, to Du Simitiére, to Joseph 
Redman, and to one Nathaniel, whose last name has been so 
scored through as to make it illegible.” 

In spite of Bell’s enthusiastic notices the books had not 
sold well. His auctions were not apparently regular auctions 
with each lot knocked down to the highest bidder regardless 
of price. He—or the owner—had set limits; in modern 
parlance the books were “protected.” ‘Thomas Jefferson 
on January 14, 1783, wrote his friend Francis Eppes, 
“Since I came here [he had arrived in Philadelphia on De- 
cember 27, 1782] there has been sold the Westover copy of

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Catesby’s History of Carolina. It was held near a twelve- 
month at twelve guineas, and at last sold for ten.”” Zane 
or Pemberton must have told Bell of their disappointment 
toward the middle of October, 1782, for the “‘reanimated”’ 
sales of October 24-26 do not seem to have been held. At 
least, contrary to Bell’s usual custom, they were not re- 
advertised on those dates. A new agent was appointed in 
his place, and on October 19, the last day of the October 
sale when the odds-and-ends listed in the extant broadside 
were put under the hammer, there appeared a full-column 
advertisement of William Pritchard, a bookseller and sta- 
tioner, who also ran a circulating library.* The unsold 
Byrd books had been turned over to him, and his list, be- 
ginning with Catesby’s Natural History of the Carolinas, 
includes such identifiable Westover books as a _ twelve- 
volume run of The Works of the Learned, thirty-seven vol- 
umes of the Transactions of the Royal Society, Rolle’s 
Abridgement in six volumes, and others which are found in 


the Stretch catalogue. Included also were some popular 
works such as The Vicar of Wakefield and The Deserted 
Village, possibly not from Westover, to “sweeten” the 
rather heavy tone. Pritchard’s note, ‘“The above is part 
of Four Thousand Volumes, of a scarce and valuable Collec- 
tion, many of which are not to be met with in this City, or 


on the Continent of America,” pretty well confirms the 
Pp y 


provenance of the books he offered, and a receipt of £37.10.0 
from Pritchard, dated February 4, 1783, “fon acct of Books 
mentioned in the within Catalogue sold by him, on Acct of 
Isaac Zane Esqr.”’ clinches 

When the transfer was made from Bell’s hands to Pritch- 
ard’s a new, priced inventory of the books was made, and

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given to Pritchard to govern the prices at which he was to 
sell them. The first of these catalogues may represent an 
earlier, incomplete listing, for it contains 340 English and 
Latin folios, without prices, and a revision, left unfinished, 
of only 291 priced titles at the end of the reversed note- 
book. Two others, listing with prices 304 folios, 202 quartos, 
204 octavos, 397 duodecimos and 45 broken sets, a total of 
1,152 entries for 1,905 volumes, would seem to represent 
Pritchard’s copy and one retained by Pemberton for his 
own records. A fourth catalogue was made from the second 
or third and omits some books sold by the time it was 
copied out.* These catalogues included books published 
after the Stretch catalogue was completed, for example, 
twelve volumes of the Annual Register from 1758 to 1769, 
and a run of the Virginia Gazette from 1766 to 1776." Hence, 
it is clear that the library as sold was somewhat larger than 
the 3,513 volumes known to have been at Westover in the 
1750’s. The titles as given in the Zane catalogues are more 
complete than those in the Stretch manuscript, but again 
none gives the place or date of printing. The first three 
seem to have been made in or before 1782, for both include 
the Catesby which Jefferson said was sold in December of 
that year, and none was kept up after 1791, for none notes 
the sale of the set of Plutarch which Jefferson bought from 
Pemberton at that time. 

From the Zane-Pemberton catalogues it may be seen that 
approximately half the titles and about forty per cent of 
the volumes had been disposed of at Bell’s auctions. How 
sales proceeded thereafter is shown by the “sold” entries 
which Pemberton made in his copy of the list. These are 
most tantalizing, for the sales presumably by Pritchard do

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not give the name of the purchaser (one wonders who got 
Eliot’s Indian Bible for £3)? but those which Pemberton 
made on his own do. We notice that Pemberton himself 
is recorded as having been “given”’ two medical books, one 
of which was Tennent’s Every Man his own Doctor: or, the 
Poor Planter’s Physician (one would guess in the 1734 
Williamsburg edition), a volume of tracts and three volumes 
of the Annual Register.** One J. James, perhaps a relative 
of the Quaker merchant Abel James, bought a few; R. 
Bacon’s son took another; Wingate’s Abridgement of the 
Statutes is marked “sold to Amos Wickersham at Vendue;” 
Campbell’s Vitruvius Britannicus, or, The British Architect 
was purchased by William Hamilton; one volume was given 
to John Wilson, who seems to have been Pemberton’s clerk; 
and two were noted as going to B. Smith at the instance of 
Isaac Zane.* 

On June 20, 1784, Pritchard paid Zane thirty pounds 
more, evidence that the books were moving slowly out of his 


shop.** However, it was Pemberton, as indicated by the 
names in the catalogue, who was responsible for sales to two 
distinguished Virginians, James Madison and Edmund 
Randolph, both of whom were in Philadelphia during 1787 
for the Constitutional Convention. The sale to Madison 
consisted of a curious assortment of thirteen titles in sixteen

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volumes together with three volumes of pamphlets con- 
taining eleven pieces. These were standard law books, a 
few histories, four tracts on the Scots’ settlement at Darien, 
Gronovius’s Flora Virginica, and others.** Randolph was 
more consistent in his taste, limiting his choice chiefly to 
histories, Aelianus, Tacitus, Comines, and four works by Sir 
William Temple, but, in view of the business upon which he 
was concerned his selection of Pufendorf’s De Officio Hominis 
et Civis juxta legem naturalem is significant.*” 

It may have been this taste of success which made Pem- 
berton decide that he could do better than any bookseller. 
Since stopping Bell’s auctions in 1782, during bad economic 
times to be sure, a total of only 459 titles in 707 volumes had 
been sold, leaving about one-quarter of the original West-

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over library still in his hands. Pemberton’s idea was to 
rent a room in the new building of the Library Company of 
Philadelphia on Fifth Street, and there display the books 
for sale. “I waited about two months in expectation of a 
Room in the new Library for to place thy Books in,” 
Pemberton wrote Zane on April 21, 1791, “but after many 
applications was at length told that they had agreed not to 
let any part of the House. I thot. the Librarian might have 
appd to have disposed of some of them which made me 
desirous of a Room there.’’** The request could not have 
been a formal one, for no mention is made of it in the 
Minutes of the Company. Since he could not get the space 
he wanted there and since rents had risen greatly, Pember- 
ton “fitted up wth Shelves a Room in my house, & most of 
them are lodged in it.”” All, however, had not been returned 
by Pritchard, who was “‘not very methodical,” but Pember- 
ton would try to make settlement with him. 

With a flurry of enthusiasm Pemberton sought out the 


Virginians who had come to town when the seat of govern- 
ment came back to Philadelphia, his first prospect being the 
book-collecting Secretary of State, Thoma's Jefferson. 
Jefferson was interested, but was a hard bargainer, and so 
the conservative Quaker merchant felt he had to consult 
with his principal, which he did in a letter to Zane of May 
14,1791: 


I annex a list of some books which T. Jefferson has some mind to take, 
but his terms are such I thot. it right to Consult thee first. I offered to 
take £110 for them, but he says he could not give £60. thou may see 
they are many of them in Latin & Greek, & so not like to suit every man. 
they have lain long & probably may remain yet long unless sold Low, 
but his Offer is so far below the valuation in 1782, I Could not Consent 
to it, until I had informed thee, & desire thy Speedy Answer as he will 
want to know the re[sult.]*®

He made 
alternate offers: £57 for the lot, or, leaving out the Mon- 
faucon and the Dauphin classics which brought the ap- 
praised total down to £80.8.3, £25 for the rest. 


The Virginia iron-master was apparently unwilling to 
sacrifice his books so drastically, and the only sale made to 
Jefferson at this time was a thirteen-volume, bilingual set of 
Plutarch, priced at £3.10.0, which was sold to him for 
£2.10.0. Pemberton, sending them off to Jefferson, apolo- 
gized for their condition—‘“they suffered while in the Book- 
seller’s hands”—and offered to take them back if they were 
not satisfactory. Since Jefferson promptly broke up the 
set to conflate it, as he frequently did with the classics, condi- 
tion was unimportant to him. Of all the books from Byrd’s 
library which ended up in Jefferson’s hands, this is the only 
one which can be traced back directly to the original dis- 
persal of the collection. Most of the others had been 
marked “sold” in the 1782 list, and these represent either 
earlier purchases from Pritchard of which no record remains, 
or later purchases from a third party.“

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The next of Pemberton’s prospects was an old customer, 
another Virginian, Edmund Randolph, who this time proved 
as tough as Jefferson. Once again, rather plaintively, 
Pemberton wrote Zane on July 22, 1791: 

This morning E. Randolph has spent between 1 & 2 hours in viewing the 
books, & would select part of them, provided he could have them at a 
very low rate. He talks of a 1/1oth part less than their Valuation. But 
this would not do. However they must remain on hand, or be sold very 
low, & after they are picked the rest will sell no more than waste paper, 


or I judge so—* 
Sic transit gloria bibliothecae! 

The unsold portion of the Westover library seems to have 
gathered dust on the shelves in Pemberton’s house. On 
March I, 1792, he wrote Zane, ‘‘No Books sold very lately; 
I had hoped the members of Congress would have taken 
many, but am Dissapointed.”** On February 13, 1794, the 
refrain was the same, ‘No books sold of late.”* In 1795 
Pemberton set off on a long journey to Europe and died in 
a distant part of Germany; during the summer of the same 
year Zane died too. In his will no mention was made of the 
books in Philadelphia, but an inventory of his estate made 
the year before his death in Virginia lists “In the Room over 
the Parlours” “The Library as of the Catalogue,” valued at 
£191.15.0.° This presents the possibility that not all of 
the Byrd books had been shipped up to Philadelphia in 
1781, but no evidence has appeared to show that this was 
so. The provenance of no book from Westover yet dis- 
covered goes back to Virginia at the end of the eighteenth 
century. 

Isaac Zane’s estate presented a serious and complicated 
problem to its executrices, his sisters, Sarah Zane and Han-

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nah Pemberton. The main assets were land, then beginning 
to be looked upon with a jaundiced eye by investors as such 
companies as the North American Land Company ballooned 
to their inevitable collapse, and the iron foundry which, 
since the Revolutionary War boom, had operated less and 
less profitably.“ The Zane Papers are largely concerned 
with the liquidation of these assets to meet the cash be- 
quests provided for in the will, and this process went on for 
over twenty years after Isaac Zane’s death. The West- 
over library was but a minor part of the sisters’ fiduciary 
worries. 

An order to pay £5.10.0 for a bookcase “for the books of 
Genl Zane decsd,” which Sarah Zane signed in January, 
1797," indicates that she then moved the remnants of the 
library from Pemberton’s house. Harassed by more press- 
ing concerns, the sisters apparently made no effort to do any- 
thing about the books until 1800, when they decided that 
they had to get rid of them. 

One important section of scientific and medical works was 
given to the Pennsylvania Hospital. The Minutes of June 
30, 1800, noted that a collection of books “presented for the 
Medical Library by Sarah Zane”’ were in the hands of Sam- 
uel Coates, and ordered they be labeled as her gift and a list 
of them produced for the next meeting.** On July 28 Coates 
produced the list of 142 volumes which was entered into 
the minute-book; on behalf of the Physicians and Managers 
of the Hospital he was requested to thank Miss Zane.*® This 
gift was the most valuable addition which the Hospital

Library had received up to that time, and it comprises the 
largest group of Byrd books which have remained together. 
Although Dr. Sioussat found several volumes of the Philo- 
sophical Transactions with the Byrd provenance at the 
Hospital® and although histories of the Hospital Library 
mentioned Sarah Zane’s gift,®! the existence of a substantial 
portion of the scientific and medical section of the Westover 
library had escaped the attention of scholars. From the 
list in the Minutes and the fuller entries in the printed cata- 
logue of 1806, all but twelve volumes have been found and 
identified. 


Thereafter, Sarah Zane turned over the books to a number 
of booksellers. Exactly what books to which booksellers, 
and whether by outright sale or on consignment, we do not 
know. Our information at this point is fragmentary.

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James Cox, the book-loving artist, whose library the Library 
Company of Philadelphia bought in 1831, acquired two 
Byrd books ‘‘at Pole’s”” on November 4, 1800, and January 
14, 1801, which, since Pole was an auctioneer, implies 
book sales. But there are no advertisements of sales for 
these dates, so we cannot tell whether these were part of a 
small consignment from the sisters or the reappearance in 
estates being broken up of volumes sold earlier. Another 
volume which Cox bought from “Witney” on December 
15, 1800, had, indeed, been marked sold in the Zane 
catalogues. 

By October 16, 1801, some of the Byrd Library was in the 
hands of Nicholas Gouin Dufief, professor of French liter- 
ature and bookseller, for on that day the American Philo- 
sophical Society bought from him nineteen volumes of the 
Philosophical Transactions originally Byrd’s copies. Fur- 
thermore, in the front of the Stretch catalogue William 
Mackenzie noted that he had bought the manuscript from 
Dufief. The French bookseller must have acquired a 
remarkable reputation, for in 1801 he was also selling the 
library of Benjamin Franklin.** That he then handled a 
major portion of what was left of the Westover library is 
clear from the fact that most of the books from Franklin’s 
library discovered in the collections of the Library Company 
were formerly in the possession of Mackenzie and twenty-

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nine of those from the Byrd library now at the Company 
also came from him. Mackenzie was the first American 
collector of rare books qua rare books, and one of his fields 
of interest was French literature, particularly old romances 
of chivalry, so it would seem logical that, when an intelli- 
gent French bookseller established himself in Philadelphia, 
Mackenzie would buy extensively from him. We also found 
that James Cox, who secured at least six more Byrd books 
during 1801-03, was also a buyer of books from Franklin’s 
library. The Dufief ownership or agency of the remnants of 
the Westover library is further substantiated by a scrap in 
the Zane papers noting a payment of $100 by Dufief “for 
Books,” probably made in 1802. At the same time the 
payment of $6 by another bookseller, Edward Penington, 
is recorded. One book that went through Penington’s 
hands is at the Philosophical Society; there certainly were 
others. 

By this time there could have been little left of the Byrd 
library. If therewere other major sales or gifts toindividuals or 
institutions, no indications of such remain. One tantalizing 
fragment of information hints of what may have happened 
to a lot of indeterminate size. A copy of Hugh Jones’ The 
Present State of Virginia turned up in the Chapin Library 
with a note in the front reading, ‘“This volume was pur-

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chased at the ‘Byrd’ sale by Franklin College at Athens Ga 
now Univ. of Ga. It was acquired from the College by Prof 
Joseph Jones Professor of Chemistry there in 1858.’ 
Franklin College had been founded in 1783, but no entry 
concerning the purchase of books occurs in the Minutes of 
the governing bodies until November 27, 1800, when the 
considerable sum of $1000 was allocated for the purchase of 
a library. ‘This could hardly have been better spent than 
with Dufief or Penington for the purchase of the Byrd set 
of Dauphin classics or some of the basic law or history books 
in the Westover library. On October 23, 1830, a fire swept 
Athens, Georgia, and in a matter of hours the building that 
housed the library was destroyed. If one book from the 
Byrd collection survived the holocaust (and it looks as if it 
may have been through a fire), how many were lost? 

It becomes increasingly difficult to trace the Westover 
books during the nineteenth century. Most of the trails, as 
in the case of Franklin College, end in a cul-de-sac. By 
John Pemberton’s will half of his books went to the Library 
of the Three Monthly Meetings of Friends in Philadelphia, 
and the Byrd items, which he noted had been given to him, 
duly appeared in its printed catalogue of 1813. Over the 
years the Friends’ Library was transformed into a school 
library and many of its old books were lost. In 1930 
Haverford, Swarthmore, and two other Quaker colleges 
were permitted to choose what they wanted from the sur- 
viving portion, and the remaining books were sold.** The

Edward D. Ingraham, a Philadelphia author and lawyer 
who lived during the first half of the nineteenth century, has 
left a note that he had examined a good many of the law 
books from Westover in Philadelphia, but they have not as 
yet turned up in any Philadelphia institutional library or 
private collection. Most of the volumes which we know 
Madison and Randolph bought have been destroyed, lost 
or lie unrecognized. Whether men who owned some of the 
Westover treasures originally had more we cannot tell, but 
faint leads are available from the ownership by Mathew 
Carey of five that are known, Benjamin Smith Barton of 
four, Samuel B. Wylie of two, and Benjamin Rush, James 
Logan II, Robert M. Patterson, John Vaughan, J. Redman 
Coxe and others of one each.“ By far the greater majority 
of the Westover books located (including those presently in 
Virginia) had been in Philadelphia during the nineteenth 
century. Yet, the process of centrifugal dispersion is shown 
by the fact that the set of Charles Churchill’s Poems, which 
Thomas Dwight originally bought, was on the shelves of the 
Springfield Library as early as 1794. And so the tale tapers 
off. Unless some still undiscovered cache of Byrd books is 
found in the future, only single volumes here and there may 
be expected to turn up, and they will hardly tell much more 
of the story of the dispersal of the Westover library than we 
now know. 

A few comments about books from Westover which I 
have actually located and how others may be identified will 
round out the story. I know the whereabouts of 402 
volumes which comprise something more than ten percent

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of the total volumes. Since volumes containing more than 
one title are represented by one entry only in the Stretch 
catalogue, it is impossible to calculate the number of titles 
originally in the Westover library. It is interesting to note 
that Mr. Wilmarth S. Lewis, who has conducted a quarter 
of a century’s search with dedication and ingenuity for the 
books which once belonged to the far better known Horace 
Walpole, has found about 1,600 volumes of a total of 8,000. 
He has recovered a considerable number of pamphlet 
volumes, so his title count is higher. What he says about the 
possible fate of the unrecovered books with a Walpole pedi- 
gree can be restated emphatically in the case of those from 
Westover. Some of them have been destroyed by fire, 
flood, and booksellers. More lost their identity when they 
were rebound or rebacked. And—optimistically, I believe— 
Mr. Lewis thinks an even larger number are on the shelves 
of public libraries and private collections whose custodians 
and owners are unaware of their provenance.” 

Sometimes Byrd wrote his name on a fly-leaf or title-page; 
even less frequently he annotated the books. Occasionally, 
in the manner of the seventeenth century, he added below his 
signature a Latin motto, but not always the same one.® 
Unfortunately, he had no shelf-mark placed in his books, nor, 
so far as I have been able to discover, other distinguishing 
signs or cyphers. Ingraham reported that Byrd’s name or 
initials appeared on the fore-edges of his law books; none 
that has turned up is so marked. The chief means of iden- 
tification of the Westover books is the now well-known Byrd 
armorial bookplate. It seems probable that this plate, so 
handsomely executed as almost certainly to indicate its

having been engraved in England, was pasted inside the 
front cover of almost every volume in the library. 

However, a bookplate as the main indication of prove- 
nance, again as Mr. Lewis points out, is unfortunate. How 
much more permanent was Jefferson’s cypher at signatures 
I and T! The carelessness and indifference of binders who 
rebound and rebacked destroyed scores of them. Among the 
books in the Coxe and Mackenzie collections of the Library 
Company are dozens of unusual works whose titles appear 
in the Stretch catalogue, yet whose present rebound con- 
dition gives no indication that they are, indeed, the West- 
over copies. No doubt, pamphlet volumes, whose unity 
might have given an indication of their origin, have been 
broken up. Furthermore, the Byrd bookplate was a 
“collectors’ item” on its own, and many were removed 
from the volumes in which they proudly proclaimed Byrd’s 
former ownership, and sold separately. The volumes them- 
selves, if not destroyed, were relegated to the limbo of 
anonymity. Mr. Lewis writes, “Stray copies of Walpole’s 
book-plate are unhappily common;’’”® alas, so are those of 
Byrd’s. 

Two small rays of light have emerged from this study 
which may be of help in identifying a few more Byrd books 
ravished of their bookplates. The first is that one of the 
Byrds, possibly the first William, acquired the library of 
John Banister, the naturalist-clergyman who came out to 
Virginia about 1680 at the instance of Petiver, corresponded 
with and sent natural history specimens to Ray, Lister, and 
others, and was killed on an excursion in Virginia about 
1692.7 Banister was accustomed to write his name, and 
frequently how and when he acquired the book, on the title-

The second discovery is that Byrd had the backs of most 
of his plain vellum bindings elaborately gilt. That the gilt 
is a super-imposition is clear from its appearance over older 
ink numbers on a few bindings, and that it was done specially 
for Byrd is evidenced by the identical style and tools used. 
The compartments of the back are divided by conventional 
floral rolls and the compartments themselves decorated with 
floral corner and center stamps, the interstices sprinkled with 
single tools of stars, suns, rosettes and dots. The title is 
lettered in the second compartment from the top. The 
effect is of great luxury; the detail work is not of high quality. 
If the tooling was executed for Byrd at Williamsburg, it 
represents the work of a bindery hitherto unknown, for 
none of the rolls is to be found in the recent Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg study. It is, of course, perfectly possible that 
it was done through Byrd’s bookseller in London. Further 
evidence will be necessary to prove the point one way or the 
other. 

To summarize, the Westover library, chiefly the books 
collected by William Byrd II, but with some of the later 
additions of William Byrd III, was sold en bloc to Isaac Zane 
in 1778. For his account about forty percent of the volumes 
were sold at auction by Robert Bell from October, 1781, to 
October, 1782. During the next ten years, William Pritch- 
ard from his store and John Pemberton through personal 
effort sold another thirty-five percent. The rest remained 
in Isaac Zane’s estate and were disposed of by his sisters in

But the centrifugal force has 
been growing. One volume has turned up in Paris and a 
set of Dryden in California.

HANCELLOR James Kent of New York, as a young 

man in the employ and in the company of James 
Greenleaf, one of the earliest speculators in Washington 
property, paid a visit to Georgetown during December of 
1793. While there he composed a brief but descriptive 
account of the community which is of high interest. 


George-Town which as well as Alexandria is included in the federal 
District tho neither belong to the City of Washington is a pleasant 
Village situated on the waving Hills on the N. side of the Potomack & 
about 1 mile W. of the President’s House in the City—a small stream 
called Rock-Creek seperating this Town from the City. This Town has 
a fine view of the Potomack. It has a beautiful appearance from the S. 
side of the River, & the Hills on the back of the Town which are im- 
proved & improving with handsome Country Seats & which in some 
Situations will now sell for 50 guineas an acre, command a noble View 
of the Town, of the City of Washington & of the Potomack quite down 
to Alexandria. Mason’s Island in front of the E. End of the Town adds 
much to the Beauty of the view. The Houses are exceedingly well built 
of Brick. The Town may contain 150 families & between 30 & 40 very 
good brick Buildings. At the Peace this Place had not above 1 doz. 
Houses. Tho the Wharfs are few & indifferent I observed 2 ships here, 
& am told that George-Town on an average ships annually 8,000 HHds 
of Tobacco—From 150 to 160,000 bbls. of Flour, & between 3 & 400,c00 
Bushels of Wheat, & that Alexandria doubles it as to both the latter

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articles, tho in Tobacco George-Town more nearly rivals it, as its Inspec- 
tion is better &c—George-Town is incorporated—has a Goal & small 
market, the Streets are pretty regular, tho the Hills are waving. There 
is a little Presby. Church partly finished, & a plain brick Roman Chapel 
at the W. End with a clumsy Steeple to it. They have an Academy here 
under the Direction of a President & vice-President who are Romish 
Priests. The House now used is a large square 2 Story brick building 
on a most salubrious & commanding Eminence at the W. End of the 
Town—a new Building is begun near the same place—Tho the Academy 
is but of two years old they have now between 80 & go Scholars drawn 
from all quarters, & principally from Roman Catholic families. The 
Protestants don’t relish it. 3 Boys came with me from Phil. This 
academy contemplates to give Degrees. It gives great attention to the 
Scholars. A Physician visits them daily, & it is growing rapidly. George- 
Town is larger now, & has more trade than Baltimore had in 1775. A 
view from George-Town up the Potomack is as rugged as up the Hudson 
from Poghkeepsie. The little Falls are 2 miles west. The 3 Locks there 
will be finished next Spring. The canal which is compleated is 234 miles 
long. I was on the spot—At the Great Falls a Canal is already cut near 
a mile thro a Solid Rock, 8 feet deep—£20,000 already expended on these 
upper falls, the Locks will be completed in 2 years & beyond them the 
Navigation is clear to Fort Cumberland. One night while I was at 
George-Town the Potomack from being free of Ice was shut next morn- 
ing. A Causeway wide & % mile long & a Stone Bridge of 3 arches 
leads from George-Town to the City of Washington. They were built 
by the commissioners of the federal district & cost £13,000.! 


Since George-Town, Patomak (in varying forms spelled 
Patowmack, Potowmac, Potomack, or Potomac) was estab- 
lished in 1751, Chancellor Kent’s rather pleasing picture 
reveals how this flourishing tobacco port had developed in 
forty-years’ time. Earlier in his account he mentions that 


““George-Town has a Press.” The first press, in fact, had 
been introduced to this community four years before in 
1789. Prior to that time there had been apparently little 
need for a printing press. The community was near to

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Alexandria across the river and through stage-coach kept 
in close communion with Baltimore. Whatever books the 
inhabitants required were readily imported, and whatever 
job printing was necessary could be done out-of-town. We 
do not know what prompted the first printer to set up a 
press, but the first hint that a Printing Office had been 
opened in Georgetown is provided through the following 
advertisement in the issue for April 14, 1789, of Willam 
Goddard’s Baltimore newspaper, the Maryland Journal: 


To whom it may concern 

Whereas the Subscriber commenced partnership with a certain Charles 
Frierer, in a Printing-Office in George-Town, Patowmack River; and 
whereas the said Frierer, at sundry Times, violated the Articles of our 
Agreement, he thinks it necessary to forewarn the Public from paying or 
settling any Matter or Business whatsoever, with the said Frierer, or to 
trust the Concern with any Article or Sum of Money without a written 
Order from the Subscriber. 


Christian Kramer 
George-Town, April 12, 1789. 


From this notice which was repeated in two subsequent 
issues (April 17, and April 24),2 we know that a certain 
Charles F(r)ierer had opened a printing office in Georgetown 
with Christian Kramer as partner. Their relationship 
apparently had not been a pleasant one, but how little we 
would know of many printers from the time of Gutenberg 
to the present day except through their adversities. Whether 
or not Fierer and Kramer ever printed jointly any broad- 
side or pamphlet has not been established, for no evidence 
is forthcoming. As a matter of fact the earliest piece of 
printing that has survived which can definitely be shown to 
have been printed within the present boundaries of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is the issue of April 23, 1789, of The Times 
and The Potowmack Packet, the sole surviving copy of

eloquent speeches—which may very likely represent its 
earliest publication. The phraseology of the conclusion, 
so expressive of Washington’s emotional feelings at that 
time, parallels in feeling and sentiment the moving farewell 
speech that President Lincoln in 1861 addressed to his 
neighbors in Springfield, Illinois: 


All that now remains for me is to commit myself and you to the protec- 
tion of that beneficent being, who on a former occasion hath happily 
brought us together, after a long time and distressing seperation— 
Perhaps the same gracious Providence will again indulge us with the 
same heart-felt felicity—-But words, my fellow citizens, fail me: unutter- 
able sensations must then be left to more expressive silence; while, from an 
aching heart, I bid you all, my affectionate friends, and kind neighbours, 
farewell.* 


Just beneath this interesting piece of Washingtoniana in 
The Patowmack Packet there appears a letter addressed to 
the printer as Major Charles Fierer. The title of ““Major” 
refers to Georgetown’s first printer’s services during the 
Revolution. As a Hessian officer known as Ensign “Fuhrer,” 
he had been captured by the Americans at the Battle of

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Trenton, at Christmastime of 1776; he was later taken to 
Dumfries, Virginia, and in the spring of 1778 he was re- 
leased. Fierer did not return to join his regiment in New 
York but deserted and joined Washington’s forces. He saw 
active service in the Southern campaign and was injured in 
1781. After his injury he returned to Europe, but by 1788 
he was back in this country at Norfolk and had anglicized 
his name to Fierer.‘ He continued to print and publish 
The Times and The Patowmack Packet until number 124, 
dated July 6, 1791, which is the latest issue that has sur- 
vived. Some time after December of 1789 the name of 
Thomas Updike Fosdick was joined with his as co-publisher. 
Later they moved to Dumfries, where during the month of 
September of 1791 they established and jointly published 
another newspaper, titled The Virginia Gazette, and Agri- 
cultural Repository. ‘Their partnership was soon dissolved, 
but Fierer continued to publish this newspaper until De- 
cember of 1793, one year before his death. There is no 
certain record that Fierer published any broadsides, pam- 
phlets, or books while residing and operating a printing office 
in Georgetown, but it is likely that he did so since he adver- 
tised in certain issues of his paper that in his office “Printing 
in its different Branches is performed with Care, Elegance 
and Expedition.” 

The late Douglas C. McMurtrie believed that a broadside 
entitled The Expostulations of Potowmac, and dated No- 
vember 20, 1789, was printed by Fierer at Georgetown in 
1789 and therefore is “‘regarded as the earliest extant 
specimen of printing from the District of Columbia press 
other than the newspaper.’® Mr. McMurtrie based the 
proof of his statement on the fact that typographically the

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broadside is so similar to The Times and The Patowmack 
Packet. Personally I find this evidence unsatisfactory. 
While neither can claim any merit as distinguished pieces 
of printing, they do not seem to manifest sufficient points of 
typographical similarity to establish this fact with convic- 
tion. Another disturbing factor is the difference in the 
spelling of the word Potomac—‘‘Pa” with a final “k” in 
the newspaper and “Po” without the “k” in the broadside. 
As a matter of incidental information the spelling of “‘Poto- 
mac’”’ found in the broadside seems to be the spelling that 
was generally used in West Virginia. ‘Typographical com- 
parison with a broadside of 1791, The Charter of the Town of 
Woodstock, printed at Martinsburg by N. Willis, and a 
reference in the Expostulations to Thomas Cressop (1.e. 
Cresap), who resided in the westernmost part of Maryland, 
furnish additional strong support for the West Virginian 
origin of this broadside, which regardless of its uncertain 
background is a vigorous defense of the Potomac basin in 


preference to that of the Susquehanna as a site for the 
nation’s capital. There are two copies in the Library of 
Congress, one of which belonged formerly to James Madison. 
A third copy is owned by the Henry E. Huntington Library. 

Our candidate for the earliest extant specimen of printing 
from a Georgetown press other than the newspaper is the 


ce 


printed text of a circular letter headed “George-Town, 
November 6, 1790,” which Opie Lindsay addressed to 
potential subscribers of The George-Town Weekly Ledger and 
The Virginia Herald and Fredericksburg Advertiser. Lindsay 
also used the occasion to announce the establishment of a 
post “from Fredericksburg, through the Counties of King 
George, Westmoreland, Northumberland, Lancaster, and 
Richmond, with a view of . . . accomodating the Public, in 
the Conveyance of Letters, and Circulation of Newspapers.” 
With reasonable assurance this has been assigned to the press 
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of Matthias Day and William Hancock, the founders of the 
second printing establishment in Georgetown and printers 
and publishers of The George-Town Weekly Ledger, the first 
issue of which appeared on April 17, 1790. The only copy 
that has been traced is in the possession of the Library of 
Congress. Originally this copy had been dispatched 
through the mail to the Honorable Robert Carter, Nomony, 
Westmoreland, Virginia. 

As far as we now know the earliest book to be printed in 
Georgetown,’ and this possesses an undisputed background, 
is entitled Two Sermons, on the Certain and Final Persever- 
ance of the Saints delivered by Stephen Bloomer Balch, the 
rector at that time of the Georgetown Presbyterian Church; 
and where incidentally he served as pastor for 52 years, his 
services ending with his death in 1833. ‘The text of the 
sermons, which occupy 63 pages, was printed ‘“‘for the 
author” by Day and Hancock. The Reverend Mr. Balch’s 
well-printed book contains his dedication in a rather ex- 
pansive manner “To the Inhabitants of George-Town, but 
especially To the Author’s Hearers.” This dedication is 
dated February 1, 1791, a fact worth while to mention since 
there is another Georgetown book dated 1791, which most 
certainly appeared later the same year. It is entitled the 
Controversy between the Reverend John Thayer, Catholic 
Missionary of Boston and the Reverend George Lesslie, Pastor 
of a Church in Washington New Hampshire. ‘The essence 
of this controversy was a series of letters written by Thayer 
and Lesslie that appeared in several issues of The Essex 

® Poor Robin’s Almanack, or the Maryland Ephemeris for the year of Our Lord, 1790 is 
advertised in the issue of The Times and The Patowmack Packet for November 25, 1789, 
as “Just Published, And to be Sold at this Office.”

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Journal § New-Hampshire Packet, published at Newbury- 
port in Massachusetts, from March to October of 1791. 
Since the text of the controversy could not have been 
printed until late in 1791, it is assumed that it was printed 
later than the Reverend Mr. Balch’s Two Sermons. The 
only copy located of the Controversy is in the possession of 
the Georgetown University Library.’ It quite appropriately 
belongs there since the Reverend Mr. John Thayer (1758- 
1815) was the first American divine to be converted to 
Catholicism. The printer of this 1791 collected editions of 
the Controversy was Alexander Doyle, who succeeded Day 
and Hancock as publisher of The George-Town Weekly 
Ledger during August or September of 1791. 

In one of the advertisements appearing in the issue of The 
George-Town Weekly Ledger for Saturday, February 4, 1792, 
the printer announces that there has just been published and 
is now available for sale “A neat pocket volume of the 
Devout Christian’s Vade Mecum . . . adapted to the Roman 
Catholic Church in America.” This undoubtedly refers to a 
1792 edition of the Vade Mecum, printed and published at 
Philadelphia by Mathew Carey. Father Parsons in his 
Early Catholic Americana records such an edition but 
locates no copy.* This is one example of many of books 
being made available for sale'in Georgetown produced by 
printers from other communities. It does serve to empha- 
size an interest and a probable demand in Georgetown for 
Catholic devotional writings. Another instance of this is an 
edition of The Pious Guide to Prayer and Devotion, prepared 
by the Jesuit Fathers at Georgetown College and printed in 
1792 by James Doyle, the brother and successor of Alex- 
ander, who had become publisher of The George-Town 
Weekly Ledger in August or September of 1791. A copy of

this devotional treatise, owned by a private collector, Mr. 
John Edwards of Washington, contains three appropriate 
copper plate engravings. Whether or not they belong to 
the book has not been established, but they were inserted 
at least prior to November 18, 1798—a date which is written 
on two of them. 

Later in 1792 James Doyle printed The Potomak Almanac, 
Or, The Washington Ephemeris For The Year Of Our Lord 
1793. This was advertised in the December 15, 1792, issue 
of The George-Town Weekly Ledger, which James Doyle had 
taken over from his brother during the spring of 1792. Only 
two copies of The Potomac Almanac have been located, one 
in the Library of Congress and the other only recently 
acquired for the Library of the University of Virginia. In 
addition to the customary monthly calendars there is 
included in it a great deal of additional material of local 
interest. In “‘A Letter from the Alleghany Philosopher,” 
this anonymous observer describes a recent journey to 
the City of Washington where he stayed with Mr. Andrew 
Ellicott. He also refers to the good farm houses where he 
was entertained with the greatest hospitality being partic- 
ularly delighted with the good sense and beauty of the 
females “‘whose roseate bloom and elegance of figure,’”’ he 
gallantly concedes, “are not exceeded in any country in the 
world.” Also present is Mr. Jefferson’s frequently quoted 
description of the confluence of the Potomac and Shenan- 
doah Rivers, which first appeared in his Notes on The State 
of Virginia (Paris, 1785). This account commences: ‘“The 
passage of the Potomak through the blue ridge is one of the 
most stupendous scenes in nature,” and concludes: “This 
scene is worth a voyage across the Atlantic.”” The spot from 
which Thomas Jefferson made this observation at Harpers 
Ferry is now known as Jefferson’s Rock and will properly 
be marked in the new National Park, which has been 
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established in that neighborhood. Another article of interest 
contains a committee report of the Potomac Company de- 
tailing the improvements to navigation that have been 
completed. 

Between 1793 and 1801 sixteen more Georgetown im- 
prints are recorded; two important new journals were 
established during the period. The Columbian Chronicle was 
first published by Samuel Hanson in 1793 and continued 
until 1796, when Mr. Hanson joined with Charles Green 
and David English to form Green, English & Company. 
As a semi-weekly this concern published The Centinel of 
Liberty, and George-Town Advertiser from May 24, 1796, 
to November 14, 1800. Among the books belonging to this 
period are several devotional and theological works—James 
Doyle’s edition of A Short Abridgement of Christian Doctrine 
(1793); A Discourse Concerning Faith as the Condition of the 
Gospel Covenant (1796); and Samuel Knox’s The Scriptural 
Doctrine of Future Punishment Vindicated {1797|, the last 
two from the press of Green, English & Company. That 
same year Green, English & Company printed another 
pamphlet, Bryan Lord Fairfax’s Strictures on the Second Part 
of the Age of Reason. 

In 1798 there appeared a three-page prospectus of the 
“College of George-Town.”” A Spanish translation prob- 
ably prepared for distribution in the West Indies in order to 
attract potential students, is also known to exist, but only 
a fragment in the Georgetown University Library can now

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be located. Another imprint of importance in the educa- 
tional history of Georgetown is a broadside in the Library 
of Congress issued “At a Meeting of a number of Inhabi- 
tants of the Territory of Columbia, on the 4th of February 
1794.’ This meeting of which Robert Peter, the mayor of 
Georgetown, served as chairman, adopted a resolution 
“That a Seminary of Learning, to be called by the name of 

College, be established in the City of Wash- 
ington, on the heights near Rock-Creek.”” To this end they 
proposed that subscriptions at $20 per share be solicited to 
the amount of $50,000. Among the trustees proposed to 
administer the fund appear the names of Daniel Carroll, 
Robert Peter, Benjamin Stoddert, all of Maryland, Thomas 
Jefferson, James Madison, George Wythe, and Edmund 
Randolph of Virginia, and the Reverend Mr. William 
Smith, Robert Morris, and Samuel Blodget, of Pennsylvania. 
The proposition seems to have been abortive, and our 
knowledge of the proposal itself for the establishment of a 
national university at this early date derives solely from the 
Library’s seemingly unique copy. 

Late in 1797 Green, English & Company issued The 
Maryland &§ Virginia Almanac. Typographically this is an 
attractive publication and of interest for several other 
reasons. ‘The title-page indicates that among the contents 
is the text of Benjamin Franklin’s Way to Wealth filled with 
its homespun American humor familiar to all. In the im- 
print the statement is made that this was printed for the 
Reverend Mr. Mason L. Weems. ‘This, of course, is the 


same Parson Weems who was to achieve a lasting reputation 
for his biography of George Washington. This almanac is of 
particular interest for it relates to Weems’ career as an 
itinerant bookseller. In a letter, dated August 14, 1797, 
which Weems wrote from Georgetown to Mathew Carey, 
the Philadelphia printer and publisher, he explains the cir- 
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cumstances attending the publication of this Maryland & 
Virginia Almanac. “I am getting under way a large edition 
and a handsome one too, of Dr. Franklins Almanac, I call it 
Dr. Franklins because it will be enriched with his famous 
Way to Wealth &{c]. As a good Patriot, I suppose you will 
give the undertaking the right hand of fellowship. You 
may have any number you please in exchange for such little 
chap books & Pamphlets as I shall approve. Tho consider- 
ably larger than the common Almanac it shall be put at the 
usual Philadelphia price 3/9 per doz. In this low ebb of 
Money, occasioned by the bad steering of our brave political 
pilots, nothing can keep afloat but Almanacs & such little 
skiffs. Shod this be the case much longer, I mean to have 
the whole Ocean covered with Almanacs next season. There 
shall be the Lover’s Almanac, the Devils Almanac, and I 
don’t know what else.”™ 

There is another Georgetown link between Parson Weems 
and Green & English, since these Georgetown printers were 
responsible for the printing of the second edition of Weems’ 
most famous book, 4 History of the Life and Death, Virtues 
and Exploits of General George Washington. Although un- 
dated, it is ascribed by Mrs. Skeel in her Weems bibliog- 
raphy to the year 1800." 

To conclude this investigation and survey mention must 
be made if only for its timeliness of an anonymous undated 
work printed at “The Cabinet Office” in Georgetown™® 
entitled Enquiries Into The Necessity Or Expediency of

One copy of the pamphlet—one of four known—was for- 
merly owned by President Jefferson and constitutes a part of 
the Jefferson Library which is housed in the Rare Book 
Division of the Library of Congress. The date of 1800 has 
been suggested through a note of A. B. Woodward in his 
fifth number of Epaminondas, dated January 15, 1801, in 
which he stated he had “‘met with a production, entitled 
‘Enquiries into the necessity or expedience of assuming 
exclusive legislation over the District of Columbia....’” It 
should be noted that “‘a production” could refer with equal 
validity either to the pamphlet or to its serial publication 
in The Cabinet, commencing with the issue of January 5, 
1801, and concluding on January 9, 1801. Since priority 
has not been definitely established, the possibility should 
be indicated that the pamphlet might very easily have been 
printed in 1801 after being first published serially. Regard- 
less of the date, however, certain passages from the En- 
quiries are of particular interest to those now living in the 
District of Columbia, for the author deprecates the situation 
which has reduced the inhabitants of the District to political 
disfranchisement. ‘‘We are,”’ he goes on to lament, “‘to be 
governed by laws, in the making of which, we have no 
participation . . . we are reduced to the mortifying situation, 
of being subject to laws, made, or to be made, by we know 
not whom; by agents, not of our choice, in no degree re- 
sponsible to us, who from their situation, and the circum- 
stance of having other constituents to serve, are not likely 
to be very tender of our rights or very much alive to our 
interests.”” Wasn’t it Voltaire who said “The more things 
change, the more they remain the same’’? 

The conclusions to be drawn from this early period of 
Georgetown printing are few and hardly startling. Twenty- 
six titles, including nine newspapers, comprise the output 
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of the press from 1789 to 1801. The early printers obviously 
were not successful. One newspaper floundered after 
another, each editor believing he would succeed where his 
predecessor had failed. Job printing seems to have been 
negligible. Local almanacs, that stock in trade of all 
printers of that period, likewise did not flourish, and as 
Parson Weems’ statement was doubtless true, “‘nothing can 
keep afloat but Almanacs,” one cannot help but express 
compassion for that dauntless group of pioneer printers 
whose only successful publications appeared to be Catholic 
devotional tracts which the College and local Catholic 
citizens supported. And even in this limited field of pub- 
lication, the local printers could hardly compete success- 
fully with Mathew Carey’s output in Philadelphia.

The late Douglas C. McMurtrie believed that this broadside was 
printed by Charles Fierer at Georgetown in 1789 and therefore regarded 
it “as the earliest extant specimen of printing from the District of 
Columbia press other than the newspaper,” (1.e. The Times and The 
Patowmack Packet). Mr. McMurtrie based the proof of his statement on 
the fact that typographically the broadside is so similar to The Times and 
Potowmack Packet, but this evidence is not conclusive. While neither 
can claim any merit as distinguished pieces of printng, they do not seem 
to manifest sufficient points of typographical similarity to establish this 
fact with conviction. Another disturbing factor is the difference in the 
spelling of the word Potomac—“Pa” with a final “k” in the newspaper 
and “Po” without the “k” in the broadside. As a matter of incidental 
information the spelling of “‘Potowmac”’ found in the broadside seems to 
be the spelling that was generally used in West Virginia. Typographical 
comparison with a broadside of 1791, The Charter of the Town of Wood- 
stock, printed at Martinsburg by N. Willis, and a reference in the 
Expostulations to Thomas Cressop (1.¢. Cresap), who resided in the 
westernmost part of Maryland, furnish additional strong support for 
the West Virginian origin of this broadside which regardless of its uncer- 
tain background is a vigorous defense of the Potomac basin as a site for 
the nation’s capital. One of the copies in the Library of Congress be- 
longed to James Madison.

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Government Printing 
in Massachusetts- Bay, 1700-1750 


BY ROLLO G. SILVER 


OR the historian of printing, the shortcomings of bu- 
reaucracy are its virtues. In the detailed records which 
officialdom not only delights in preparing but also wallows 
in preserving, there is a range of information unavailable 
in any other place. Day-by-day journal entries, com- 
munications, bills—all spanning centuries—remain mar- 
shalled on the shelves. Although some records of unofficial 
organizations or business firms do exist for limited periods, 
it is only in government archives that series of great length 
can be studied and analyzed. What records management 
engineer, if his species were developed a century ago, would 
have saved eighteenth-century bills for printing? Would 
he have realized that a bill is often more than a mere request 
for payment, that it may be the only statement extant of 
the kind of work, the price per unit, and the amount of work 
done? For the historian and bibliographer, such a bill is 
significant and never more so than in times of rapidly fluc- 
tuating currency. In the Massachusetts Archives, many 
eighteenth-century bills have been preserved, which, on 
examination with other documents, serve to clarify the 
relation between government and printer during the first 
half of that century. 
One might think that the government bought all of its

printer, but the bills show that printing was often purchased 
through booksellers, or, to be more precise, the bookseller- 
publishers. Furthermore, the Province of the Massa- 
chusetts-Bay during this period sometimes had more than 
one Official printer simultaneously: the Governor and Coun- 
cil had their ‘‘Printer” and the House of Representatives 
had its “‘Printer.” 

From 1694 until his death in 1732, the “Printer to His 
Excellency the Governour and Council” was, of course, 
Bartholomew Green, whom Isaiah Thomas called ‘“‘the 
most distinguished printer of that period in this country.’ 
Between 1695 and 1702, John Allen, Green’s partner, bore 
the same title, but only as his associate. After Green’s 
death, the Council announced formally on January 4, 
1732/3: 

His Excellency having proposed Mr. John Draper as Printer to the 
Governour and Council in the room of his Father in Law Mr. Barthol- 
omew Green Deceased, the Board signified their approbation thereof, 
and the said John Draper was appointed Printer to the Governor [sic] 
& Council accordingly.’ 

As printers to the Governor and Council, Green and Draper 
issued the various acts and laws as they were passed by the 
General Court as well as proclamations, warrants, and other 
documents. 

The House of Representatives, often at loggerheads with 
the Council, supervised its own printing much more care- 
fully. When ordering the printing of an Election Sermon 
in 1715, it appointed a committee “‘to agree for the Printing 
thereof, at the most reasonable Rate they can.’”* This

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procedure was followed in many of its orders for printing. 
Because of Governor Dudley’s charge that little or nothing 
for the good of the Province had been accomplished during 
the sessions, the House agreed, on June 21, 1715, “‘to Print 
their Journal of the present Sessions, and Desired the 
Representatives of Boston to take care that the same might 
be Seasonably done.”®> Nine days later, a formal motion to 
this effect was passed. On August 25, 1715, the committee 
appointed to negotiate printing the Journal reported that 
Bartholomew Green ‘“‘offered to do the same, and all the 
other Printing directed by the Government, for the space 
of Seven Years next coming; and to furnish each Member of 
this Court, with a Copy of the said Votes, free of charge, 
on each Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, of the several 
Sessions, during that Term, upon his being Allowed Thirty 
Pounds per Annum for his Service.”? ‘The House, after 
accepting this offer, sent it to the Council for concurrence. 
Although the Council did not act before the session ended, 
the House ordered that “the Votes of this House in the 
present Session be Imprinted upon the foot of the Agree- 
ment with Mr. Green.’’® Thereafter, the House voted 
annually to print the Journal, usually in a motion which 
included the stipulation that a committee of representatives, 
usually from Boston, oversee the printing and that there be 
one copy for each member of the House and another for the 
town he represented—an edition of approximately 250 copies 
in 1723. Even after such ceremonies, the printing of the 
Journal was not always easily achieved. The Journal for 
December 3-10, 1719, appeared with the following imprint: 
“Boston, Printed by N. Boone, at the Request and Appoint- 


ment of the Representatives of Boston; Mr. Bartholomew

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Green, the former Printer to the House, Refusing to Print 
the same.” Evidently fearful of antagonizing the Council, 
Green printed the Journal only for May 25-30, 1720; during 
the following three years it was printed by Boone. The 
latter, however, lacked Green’s craftsmanship; as Ford 
points out, “the errors are much more numerous with Boone 
and they are errors of the printer.”* As a result, the Council 
sent a message to the House in 1721 declaring that some of 
its communications were either “rendered Unintelligible or 
liable to Misconstruction” and requesting that “what goes 
down from the Governour or Council may be truly Printed.’ 
The House replied by asking that all resolutions be in 
writing and by expressing its desire that “‘all proper care be 
had that the Votes be truly Printed.”” However, the con- 
tinued appearance of the Journal disturbed the Council to 
such an extent that, in 1723, it requested the House to cease 
publication which “‘has been very prejudicial to the Interest 
of this Province, with respect to the Operations of the War 
with the /ndians, and other Publick Affairs of the Province, 
besides the considerable Charge it brings on the Province.’””™ 
The House, of course, refused to desist, but ordered that 
votes relating to the Indian War be omitted in the printed 
Journal. 

Boone’s bills for printing have not been located, but it 
is apparent that some members of the House also thought 
the Province could not afford a printed Journal. On June 
5, 1722, the vote to print the Journal was defeated. When 
it was reconsidered the next day, it passed, accompanied 
by the appointment of a committee “to enquire of the sev- 
eral Printers in the Town, what they will take by the Sheet 
for Printing the Votes of the House, and Report which of

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them will do it best and cheapest.”” After comparing prices, 
the committee reported that Bartholomew Green and 
Samuel Kneeland would print the Journal “best and 
cheapest.” Thus Green and Kneeland, his son-in-law 
and former apprentice, became printers to the House while 
Green remained printer to the Governor and Council. 
Whether sheer business ability or its combination with 
political influence enabled Green to retain so much of the 
government business cannot now be determined. Some 
day, it is hoped, a monograph will provide an adequate 
study of this craftsman and highly respected citizen. 

Green and Kneeland continued as printers to the House 
until 1729 when they were replaced by Thomas Fleet. 
Three years later, the House again invited bids, with the 
result that the members found themselves to be judges of 
typography as well as legislators: 


Capt. Goddard from the Committee appointed to treat with the Printers 
about the Journal of the House, Reported, That they had discoursed 
with the several Printers of Boston thereon; and he laid down on the 
Table three printed Sheets of different Types or Characters, and the 
House having viewed them, Voted, That the Journal should be printed of 
the middle Character of the three, and ordered the Committee to inform 
Mr. Fieet the last Printer that he should have the preference of printing 
the Votes if he would do it from the said Character at the same price he 
did the former Votes per Sheet, or otherwise in proportion from the 
largest Character, but if Mr. Fleet did not accept of the Offer, then the 
Committee by Vote were impowred to agree with the Owner of the said 
second Character for printing the Votes as aforesaid.¥ 


Fleet did not accept; Green and Kneeland regained the 
printing of the Journal. After Green’s death, Kneeland 
continued alone except for the period 1742-1749 when he 
and Timothy Green, nephew of Bartholomew, were ‘‘Print- 
ers to the Honourable House of Representatives.”

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In 1735, the ruinous inflation of currency sent Kneeland 
to the House to petition successfully for a raise in his price 
to forty shillings a sheet. Three years later, the House, 
after another committee sought bids, voted to allow Knee- 
land fourteen shillings and four pence, new tenor, per sheet, 
and by 1750 he was getting eight pounds, old tenor, per 
sheet. This increasingly dangerous financial situation may 
have been the reason for the vote, on July 2, 1745, to stop 
printing the Journal. On July 23, the House refused to 
reconsider, and it was not until February 13, 1746, that a 
vote to print the Journal was passed. In June of the same 
year, the House approved the distribution of a set to each 
town only after it had been assured the cost would be at the 
rate of the previous year. 

Thus, two of the most important series of the period, the 
Acts and Laws and the Journal of the House of Representa- 
tives, were printed by the Printer to the Governor and 
Council and by the Printer to the House, respectively. 
From time to time, however, compilations of the laws were 
needed, a requirement which was not always easily ful- 
filled. A compilation of the laws had a much greater 
potential sale than sessional issues and the General Court 
quickly took advantage of this fact. For the privilege of 
publishing. the 1699 compilation, Michael Perry and Ben- 
jamin Eliot gave the General Court fifty free copies and 
furnished a hundred and fifty additional copies at the 
production cost.'* When he issued the 1714 compilation, 
Eliot charged the Province 256/3/7 for 197 copies, but he 
deducted £45 for “fifty books given for the Copy.”® As the 
time approached for another edition, some reluctant mem- 
bers of the Court fought a rather successful delaying action. 
In 1721, a motion for a new edition was defeated in the

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House. After further debate the House did vote the prep- 
aration of an index, an action to which the Council con- 
curred with amendment. A year later, in June, the House 
voted for a new edition as well as for the distribution to the 
towns of acts passed since the 1714 compilation. In Janu- 
ary, 1722/3, a committee appointed to negotiate with Eliot 
about the proposed edition, brought in his response: “Ben- 
jamin Eliot, Bookseller, proposing to the House, That if he 
may have a Privilege of Printing the Laws of this Province 
for Twenty Years exclusive of all others, he will supply the 
several Towns of the Province and Members of the General 
Court with Two Hundred and Thirty Bound, for the Sum 
of |. 150.’ The House quickly approved this offer, but the 
Council, for reasons unrecorded, did not concur. Again, in 
the following year, the House voted a new impression and 
appointed a committee to collect bids. This time Nicholas 
Boone submitted the most attractive offer, whereupon the 
House ordered: “That upon the said Boone’s delivering 
into the Secretaries Office Two Hundred & Fifty Law Books 
well bound in Leather (One whereof to be to and for the Use 
of each Town in this Province, and One for every Member 
of this Court) the said Nicholas Boone shall have and receive 
out of the Publick Treasury, the Sum of One Hundred & 
Fifty Pounds, and shall have the Sole Priviledge of printing 
them for Twenty Years to come.” This proposal, too, 
was stopped in Council. Nothing more happened for two 
years. Then the House tried again, declaring that “this 
House is informed that the last Impression of the Laws of 
the Province is out, and not any of the Law Books to be 
had of the Stationers compleat.’'* The fact that the Coun- 
cil did concur in this instance suggests that its procrastina-

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tion may have been urged by Benjamin Eliot who wanted 
a delay until his stock was exhausted. But by this time the 
need was so great that in 1724 John Baskett of London 
published a compilation of the laws to 1719. Soon plans 
went forward; committee members were appointed to pre- 
pare the text as well as arrange for and supervise the print- 
ing. In 1726, a new edition appeared for which the House 
resolved that “the Sum of Four Hundred &% Twenty Pounds 
be allowed and paid out of the Publick Treasury to Mr. 
Benjamin Eliot in Consideration of his furnishing and sup- 
plying the Order of this Court with Three Hundred and 
Forty Law Books of the late Impression, including Sixty 
Books, which the said Mr. Eliot allows the Court for the 
Copy.” Both of Eliot’s editions, 1714 and 1726, were 
printed by Green. 

The next compilation, that of 1742, encountered even 
greater obstacles. First approved by the House on June 24, 
1734, the proposal for a new edition was rejected by the 
Council two days later.” When the next session began, 
Benjamin Eliot, who probably had heard that the motion 
would be reintroduced, sent a memorial to the House 
“‘shewing that he has a large number of the latest Impression 
of the Province Laws remaining by him unsold, that he 
gave Seventy Books to the Order of the Court for the Copy 
of said Impression; praying that a new Impression may not 
be taken off, which if it should, would be greatly to his 
damage.” Eliot, it should be noted, increased by ten the 
number of copies he gave to the House—an error which can 
be attributed to carelessness since he certainly knew the 
terms of the previous edition were in print. His memorial 
nevertheless effectively quashed any further efforts during

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the session. At the session following, the House again 
voted for a new compilation only to have its motion returned 
by the Council with a message that Benjamin Eliot in- 
formed the Council that because of his large stock still on 
hand, he would lose a great deal of money.*? The House, 
refusing to reconsider, sent notice of its refusal to the Coun- 
cil where, as would be expected, the vote was noncon- 
curred.* This pattern of a vote by the House for a new 
edition and noncurrence by the Council was repeated in 
June, 1737; January, 1737/8; December, 1738; June, 1739; 
March, 1739/40; and July, 1740. Between September, 
1740, and July, 1741, House and Council could not agree 
on the contents of the new edition nor the method of pre- 
paring it. At long last, in August, 1741, they came to 
terms and, seven years after its first projection, the edition 
was approved. In planning the publication, the Court 
authorized the Committee “in their Agreement with the 
Printer, to allow him the sole Priviledge of printing and 
vending such new Impression during a Term not exceeding 
fifteen Years from the present Time; and with Relation to 
the Person to be employed, that it be recommended to them 
to give the Preference (ceteris paribus) to the Printer for 
this House.”* They did; Kneeland & Green printed it, 
paying £130 for the privilege. 

Another long series of government publications consists 
of those often cataloged but seldom read Election Sermons. 
Council and House alternated in choosing the annual 
preacher, the House deciding for odd-numbered years. 
After the minister chosen by the House preached his sermon, 
a committee usually was elected to express the thanks of 


the House and to request a copy “for the Press.” The

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Council probably followed a similar procedure in alternate 
years. In the early part of the eighteenth century, size of 
edition depended upon reception of the sermon. The order 
to pay Samuel Sewall, Jr.’s, bill of 6/3 /— for Joseph Belcher’s 
1701 sermon states that the five hundred copies “were 
ordered to be printed at the publick charge and have been 
distributed to the several Towns,’ while, in the following 
year, Nicholas Boone charged £5 for one hundred copies of 
Increase Mather’s sermon “Printed according to order.” 
It is interesting to note that the Council voted Boone only 
4/3/4 in payment,” a cost consciousness which is also oc- 
casionally apparent in the House. An example of this can 
be seen in the specific directions issued for Jeremiah Shep- 
ard’s 1715 sermon: the committee was appointed “to agree 
for the Printing thereof, at the most reasonable Rate they 
can, and to Reserve One of the Books for each of the Mem- 
bers of this Court, and of the Ministers of the several Towns, 
and to present the Author with Thirty.” 

Although these Election Sermons were printed by the 
government printers, they were, with a few exceptions, 
billed to the government not by the printer but by the book- 
seller who published them. Thus the charge of the book- 
seller included paper, printing, folding, and stitching, as 
well as covering some of the copies in marbled paper. In 
one instance, the bill for John Rogers’ 1706 sermon, Ben- 
jamin Eliot attached Bartholomew Green’s bill for printing 
the sermon—3% sheets at 225 per sheet.*° Despite the fact 
that Green’s bill was made out to the Province of the Mas- 
sachusetts-Bay, Eliot submitted, and collected for, the 


charge.** Furthermore, whenever the bookseller sold any

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copies, the Province received credit for the amount. By 
assuming responsibility for the production and distribution 
of these sermons, the bookseller evidently relieved the 
government printers of the function of publishing—work 
which they did not wish to do or were not equipped to do. 
Because the bills of these booksellers provide information 
about the size of edition as well as various costs, others are 
summarized in Table I. 

In addition to Election Sermons, the General Court also 
ordered the printing of particularly impressive Boston Lec- 
tures, sermons on the deaths of Queen Anne, George I, 
Thomas Hollis, and Samuel Holden, Foxcroft’s sermon on 
the earthquake of 1727, as well as other occasional homilies. 
For these, similar publication methods were employed: copy 
was requested, then printed for the General Court, and dis- 
tributed by a bookseller. In 1706/7, for example, the 
Council voted that the committee appointed print the 
Lectures “at the best Rate they can; The Province to take 


off One Hundred of each at six Pence per Piece.’ One bill, 
submitted in June, 1704, shows the provision for author’s 
copies:

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his bill in 1708 for Benjamin Colman’s sermon on “the 
Happy Union of the two Kingdoms of England and Scot- 
land,” he deducted for seventy copies sold.** All available 
evidence implies that these special sermons, as the Election 
Sermons, were printed by the government printers. Cer- 
tainly most, if not all, came from official presses. A sum- 
mary of some bills for special sermons is presented in 
Table II. 

From time to time, the government printed documents 
that made news. A report of the Governor’s conference 
with the Indians appeared in 1717 after the House had 
voted its publication.** Ten years later, House and Council 
approved Samuel Kneeland’s bill of 16/14/8 for four hun- 
dred copies of the 1727 conference.” In 1742, John Draper 
submitted his bill for the report of the conference of that 
year—printing three hundred copies, 12/10/6, folding and 
stitching, 3/15/—.** Reports of committees, copies of acts 
and laws appeared as separates if needed. When William 
Shirley’s Louisburg journal was published in London in 
1746, the Province immediately ordered a reprint.* 

A dilemma occurred in 1749 when the House voted to 
print an act for drawing in bills of credit. At the time, this 
act was engrossed but not enacted, and the Council non- 
concurred the vote to print. Whereupon the House found 
itself voting “Whether this House can with Propriety 
come into a Resolution to print the Bill without the Con- 
currence of the Board?’ It did not pass; the bill was not 
printed until it was enacted and the Council approved. 

Of the printers’ bills remaining in the Massachusetts 
Archives, the greatest number, by far, pertain to the job

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work done for the Province. Proclamations, tax warrants, 
articles of war, oaths, muster rolls, and a variety of other 
government forms are not only listed by date but often also 
listed with the number of copies printed. Many of these 
items have long since disappeared; here can be found the 
only records of their existence. Therefore, as an aid to the 
investigator, abstracts of the most important of these bills 
are appended to this paper. In perusing the abstracts, one 
sees the day-to-day business of a colonial government—its 
difficulties, financial, emotional, political, and extramural 
as well as its constant effort to maintain a stable organiza- 
tion. 

As a by-product of a survey such as this, there grew a 
more intimate acquaintance with the men who owned the 
presses. They must have been an aggressive group for, few 
as they were, they held on to the government business for a 
goodly number of years. Yet the record discloses that they 
did not always have as much political influence as they 
desired. When Samuel Kneeland applied for a tavern 
license in 1733, the House approved, but the Council non- 
concurred." When, in the following year, he applied for a 
grant of land in consideration of his services as Clerk to the 
Narragansett Grantees, the House turned him down.” In 
January, 1734/5, he applied again, receiving House ap- 
proval but nonconcurrence by the Council.“ It was not 
until April, 1735, that the Council reconsidered and con- 
curred.“ Kneeland, evidently, had finally managed to 
persuade the proper people. 

Throughout this period, the House carefully watched the 


printed texts of documents. In 1744, it was again necessary 
to admonish the printers:

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A printed Paper being laid before the House, intitled 4n Extract from

Maintaining political relations was only one of the un- 
certainties facing the printer, competition was another. 
One can easily imagine Kneeland’s consternation when he 
heard that Rogers & Fowle were submitting the following 
petition to the General Court in March, 1750: 


That Whereas your Petitioners have procured an Original Manuscript, 
called Exact and Correct Tables for the ready turning old Tenour into 
lawfull Money; and for knowing the Value in lawfull Money of Pistoles, 
Moydores, Guineas, and other Pieces of Silver and Gold Coin; Which 
Tables have been well aprroved of by the Publick, and some hundreds 
of them already distributed in the several Towns of the Province—And 
Whereas your Petitioners well know that Printers and Booksellers in 
London have the Benefit always, if they please, of all usefull original 
Manuscripts by them obtained; which is a great Encouragement to 
Learning &c. 

Your Petitioners Therefore humbly request the sole Priviledge of 
printing the aforesaid Tables (generally thought well adapted to com- 
mon Capacities, as being agreable (sic) to the Rules of the most usual 
Arithmetick) for one Year to come, with any Additions and Alterations 
that in your Wisdom shall be judged Necessary; and Your Petitioners 
shall in Duty bound ever Pray &c.* 


Faced with this prospect of a publisher’s copyright, 
Kneeland immediately submitted the following petition:

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That your Petitioner being informed that Messrs. Rogers and Fowle of 
said Boston, Printers, have presented a Petition to this honourable Court 
for your Approbation or License of their Tables for turning old Tenor 
into lawful Money; your Petitioner humbly Requests that their said 
Petition may not be granted, for the following Reasons, viz. 

That your Petitioner has with considerable Pains and Cost procur’d 
a Table for the ready turning old Tenor into lawful Money, with sundry 
other useful Tables, which have been examined and approved by 
several ingenious Gentlemen, and among the rest your Petitioner shew’d 
the same to Mr. Gray, the Author of the Tables petition’d to be licenc’d 
by this honourable Court, who was pleas’d to say to your Petitioner, 
that by the Method gone into by Mr. Mansfield, the known ingenious 
Author of your Petitioner’s Tables, he could not err; your Petitioner 
has also published a Table for the above Purposes, call’d, The Country- 
man’s Table, which has also been perus’d and esteem’d by good Judges, 
to be very exact and useful — 

The only other Reason your Petitioner would mention to the honour- 
able Court is; That on a Message sent to Mr. Mansfield by Messrs. 
Rogers & Fowle, of their Intention to lay their Tables before the General 
Court for Approbation, as they have now done; Mr. Mansfield wrote to 
Mr. Gray a very friendly Letter, of which Mr. Mansfield sent your 
Petitioner a Copy, and which he is ready to produce, wherein he informs 
Mr. Gray of several Errors in his Table; which now lays before the Court 
for Approbation, which says he, “I am loth to publish to the World, or to 
the General Court, as I must do, if Rogers and Fowle pursue their 
Intentions of throwing your Tables there for Approbation” — 

Your Petitioner, for these and several other Reasons, move the Peti- 
tioners, viz. Messrs. Rogers and Fowle Request may not be granted; 
or if their Tables obtain the Court’s Approbation, the Tables made by 
Mr. Mansfield; as also the Table call’d, The Countryman’s Table, may 
be also approved in the same Method, by this honourable Court 

And your Petitioner shall ever pray.” 


Both petitions were approved by the House, but noncon- 
curred in Council, illustrating, by the way, the copyright 
situation of that time. ‘The Council probably refused to 
approve because of the English copyright law. Colonial 
bookseller-publishers therefore found themselves without

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protection and, in desperation, were willing to settle for a 
copyright term of one year. But even that was to no avail. 

Examining government printing in the Province of Mas- 
sachusetts-Bay during the first half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, one sees the towering figure of Bartholomew Green 
bolstered by a son-in-law on each side: Green and Kneeland 
and Draper supplying the government with its printing 
requirements, a phrase not so meaningful today as when 
the printed word was the only form of mass communication. 
These men, along with Thomas Fleet and Timothy Green, 
may not have been great printers in an aesthetic sense, but 
they were dependable and that was a quality greatly needed 
in the growing province. 

And so the presses groaned, and the printers lifted out 
the documents which welded a colony, strengthening it for 
the critical period ahead.
